Navy Reinstates 
Gay Sailor

LOS ANGELES - The 
Navy said November 10 it 
would comply with a federal 
judge’s second order demand¬ 
ing it reinstate Chief Petty Of¬ 
ficer Volker Keith Meinhold, 
discharged after announcing 
on national television that he 
is gay. 

U.S. District Judge Terry 
Hatter ordered the Navy to 
reinstate Meinhold, 30, who 
was discharged after announc¬ 
ing he was gay on an ABC 
World News Tonight pro¬ 
gram May 19. 

“The Navy will comply 
with Judge Hatter’s ruling,” 
Navy spokesman Lt. Tom 
Van Leunen said. 

On November 6, Hatter or¬ 
dered the Navy to reinstate 
Meinhold until his lawsuit 
challenging the Defense De¬ 
partment’s ban on gays and 
lesbians in the military is re¬ 
solved. But when Meinhold 
returned to duty November 9 
at Moffett Field, he was 
turned away. 


“This is not a military dic¬ 
tatorship ... the rule of law ap¬ 
plies to all,” Hatter told assis¬ 
tant U.S. attorney Marcus 
Kerner, who represented the 
Navy. 

Meinhold, who did not at¬ 
tend the hearing, said he was 
“elated” that the judge made 
the ruling. 

“They’re going to be wast¬ 
ing an awful lot of money in 
the Defense Department if 
they keep fighting this thing,” 
Meinhold said. 

Pentagon spokesperson 
Pete Williams said that the 
Navy will reinstate Meinhold 
November 12. He will be 
sworn in and return to his job 
as sonar crew operator. 

Meinhold has received high 
performance evaluations 
throughout his 12-year career 
in the Navy. 

An executive order created 
an absolute ban on gays and 
lesbians serving in the mili¬ 
tary in 1983. President-elect 
Bill Clinton has said he will 
rescind the order. ▼

A $1,000 reward has been 
posted for the arrest and con¬ 
viction of man who robbed a 
gay man at knife point and 
car-jacked his burgundy 1991 
Plymouth Accura on Novem¬ 
ber 8. 

The suspect in the incident 
is a white male about 5 feet, 8 
inches tall and weighing 150 
pounds. 

“He calls himself John. 
He’s very well built and has a 
tattoo on his left bicep that is 
bluish gray with two names 
on it,” Phillip Hogan, the vic¬ 
tim of the car-jacking, told the 
Bay Area Reporter. 

Hogan said he met the sus¬ 
pect at around 1 a.m. near 
Collingwood Park, a well- 
known gay cruising spot in 
the Castro district, and they 
agreed to have sex but tried 
to find a secluded place to 
park the car. 

According to Hogan, the 
suspect eventually suggested 
a parking lot at a Wells Fargo 
Bank near California and Di- 
visadero streets. 

“I pulled into the parking 
lot and he suggested that we 
pull clear into the back,” 
Hogan recalled. “I began to 
feel a little uneasy about it. I 
didn’t like it that it was so se¬ 
cluded and so far away from 
the Castro.” 

After they parked, the sus¬ 
pect pulled the keys out of 
the ignition and told Hogan 
that he was being robbed. 

“He said that he needed 
$200 or he was going to stab 
me. He said that if he didn’t 
get any money that he was 
taking the car and that he 
was going to trash the car. I 
thought if I gave him the 
money that he’d leave me 
alone,” Hogan said. 

“I couldn’t get any money 
from the Wells Fargo ma¬ 
chine because I have a Bank 
America VersaTeller ATM 
card. I convinced him that we 
should to go to a Bank Amer¬ 


ica VersaTeller.” 

As Hogan pulled on to Di- 
visidero and began driving 
down the street toward the 
Castro, he said that the sus¬ 
pect warned him “not to try 
to be a hero,” but that he 
tried to locate a police patrol 
car. 

On Divisidero Street, the 
suspect and Hogan struggled 
for the control of the car. 

“When we came up on 
Fell Street, I took a sharp 
right at the gas station. I flung 
the door open and tried to get 
the keys out of the ignition. 
He sped off with the car.” 

According to Hogan, an 
alert taxi driver offered him 
assistance and they tried to 
chase the thief in the cab, but 
couldn’t keep up with the car. 

“I’ve seen the guy hanging 


out in the Castro at the Castro 
Station and Badlands. He’s 
definitely gay,” Hogan said, 
and conjectured the suspect 
may have been high on 
methamphetamine. 

“I’ve filed a police report. 
Maybe he thinks that I was 
an easy target because the car 
had Nebraska tags. The po¬ 
lice think that that’s why I 
was picked. 

“I’ve learned a lesson,” 
Hogan said. “I’ll never do that 
again. I’m still shaking.” 

Hogan’s car bore Nebraska 
license plate number 14AF36.

San Francisco’s new Police 
Chief Tony Ribera, 47, says 
the days of “the old boy net¬ 
work” at the Hall Of Justice 
are over with his appoint¬ 
ment last week to the 
$124,000-a-year post. 

Already, Ribera has 
moved swiftly to send that 
message through the police 
department by including 
Rose Melendez, a lesbian offi¬ 
cer, in his personal staff. 

Melendez and three other 
members of the force will 
serve as Ribera’s “eyes and 
ears,” and function as consul¬ 
tants in police administration 
matters. 

Ribera has also announced 
the appointment of Capt.

Thomas Petrini to the post of 
deputy chief for field opera¬ 
tions, replacing Deputy Chief 
Fred Lau, who assumes the 
command of the Investiga¬ 
tions Bureau. Deputy Chief 
Frank Reed has been transfer¬ 
red to deputy chief of Ad¬ 
ministration. 

Ribera, a veteran San 
Francisco officer stationed for 
many years at Mission Sta¬ 
tion, was transferred from the 
post of captain of the depart¬ 
ment’s fiscal division to cap¬ 
tain of Mission Station by for¬ 
mer Acting Police Chief 
Thomas Murphy in October 
and was then appointed to his 
new position by Mayor Frank 
Jordan. 

Ribera admitted that the 
department is disorganized 


and sometimes ineffective in 
providing police services to 
the city, and said that he will 
hold his subordinates “ac¬ 
countable for their plans of 
action and results.” 

“I’m expecting improve¬ 
ment and I think we can 
come up with effective plans,” 
he said. “The whole theme of 
crime control is to make 
things better for the people 
that live in this city.” 

Ribera said that he intends 
to make minorities, women, 
and lesbians and gays part of 
the command structure of his 
administration, and said that 
he would continue to “be re¬ 
sponsive to concerns of the 
lesbian and gay community.”

High School Student 
Stands Up For Gay Rights

Gay activism goes back to 
school in the person of Dustin 
Coupe, a 17-year-old, openly 
gay student at Castro Valley 
High School. 

Just before last week’s elec¬ 
tion, Coupe was set to take a 
math test when a friend hand¬ 
ed him a letter attacking Bill 
Clinton for his support of gay 
rights. The letter had come 
from another student’s par¬ 
ents and was being distribut¬ 
ed throughout the school. 

“I got frustrated with this 
thing sitting on my desk like 
a slap in the face,” Carpe said. 
“It cuts into education, so I 
took it to Mrs. Karp, the prin¬ 
cipal, and said, ‘This is 
wrong. It’s interfering with 
education. You need to take a 
stand.’” 

Carpe came out to students 
and teachers last year during 
a school workshop on preju¬ 
dice. Sponsored by a student 
group called Unity Through 
Diversity, the workshop in¬ 
cluded students speaking 
about their experience as 
members of minority groups. 
Coupe told the facilitator, 
teacher Mike Householder, 
that he wanted to speak as 
well. 

“When he volunteered, I 
thought, here’s someone with 
a lot of courage,” Household¬ 
er said. “But his courage was 


matched by his composure 
and ability to speak from his 
heart and speak to high 
school students at their level, 
not speak down to them or 
talk over their heads either. 
He talked about what it’s like 
to be a gay student and he 
spoke from the heart about 
how good he felt about his 
lifestyle.” 

Coupe said he decided to 
come out after students saw a 
sticker from the Castro Street 
Fair in his book bag and 
started harassing him. 

“The whole school was 
confused,” Coupe said about 
people’s attitudes towards 
gays. “These were the ques¬ 
tions I got: ‘Why don’t you 
walk funny?’ ‘Why don’t you 
talk with a lisp?’ ‘Why don’t 
you bend your wrist?’ I try to 
educate people and show 
them the difference between 
In Living Color on TV and 
real-life people.” 

Coupe is part of a six- 
member student task force 
fighting homophobia. The 
group has urged students and 
faculty to recognize anti-gay 
attitudes, and plans are under¬ 
way for a support group for 
lesbian and gay students. 

Householder said that the 
group is making progress but 
he anticipates unfavorable re¬ 
actions from the Castro Val¬ 
ley community because of the 
religious right’s influence 


there. 

“As a human being and as 
an educator, when somebody 
comes up to me and says, ‘I 
have people calling me names 
all day long and I can’t take it 
anymore,’ if he [Dustin] can 
put up with that sort of grief 
all day long, what can I be 
afraid of?” Householder said. 
“He’s a role model for me.” 

Carpe said that harassment 
from other students has de¬ 
creased since he started talk¬ 
ing about being gay. And 
teachers have allowed him to 
post ACT UP posters in class¬ 
rooms. 

After meeting with Carpe, 
the principal called on teach¬ 
ers to stop the anti-Clinton 
letter from circulating in the 
school. 

“Since I’ve been standing 
up, we’ve noticed a decrease 
in discrimination, in people 
saying things — they keep it to 
themselves. Only here and 
there you see it,” said Carpe, 
who still faces occasional 
taunts. 

“Major attitude is what 
gets me through school this 
year,” he said. “They say, ‘Are 
you a fag?’ And I say, ‘Why, 
are you looking for a 
boyfriend?’ Then they don’t 
know what to say. They ex¬ 
pect me to be afraid and cow¬ 
ering and then that’s their 
chance to attack, but I’m not. 
I stand up for myself.” ▼

Boy Scouts' Role in 
Elections Questioned

A policy of the Registrar 
of Voters that allows San 
Francisco Boy Scouts to help 
out at City Hall during local 
elections has been questioned 
by Supervisor Carole Mig- 
den’s office. 

Because Boy Scouts dis¬ 
criminate against gay youth 
by refusing to allow them to 
be members of the group, 
they are ineligible for city 
contracts and city funding. 

However, the uniformed 
members of the anti-gay 
group have assisted the Regis¬ 
trar’s office since 1989 as vol¬ 
unteers. Among their duties, 


the troop members carry 
sealed boxes stuffed with bal¬ 
lots from the steps of City 
Hall to other locations in the 
building on election evening. 

“They’ve done that for 
about three years," according 
to Greg Ridenour, adminsitra- 
tive manager of the Regis¬ 
trar’s office. “They’re volun¬ 
teers, not paid workers. I un¬ 
derstand there are regulations 
on contracts, but I’m not sure 
about regulations covering 
people volunteering their 
time.” 

Nevertheless, says Dana 
Van Gorder, legislative aide 
to Migden, “It’s completely in¬ 
consistent with our nondis¬ 


crimination ordinances as a 
matter of city policy. I’m sure 
Carole will speak with Ger¬ 
maine [Wong, San Francisco’s 
Registrar of Voters] to make 
sure that this does not happen 
again.” 

“I find it positively disgust¬ 
ing,” Queer Scouts founder 
John Woods tells the Bay 
Area Reporter. “I would urge 
Germaine Wong to sever the 
relationship until the Boy 
Scouts changes their policies 
about gay members. I urge 
the mayor and his liaisons to 
speak to the registrar of vot¬ 
ers and inform them that the 
practice is inappropriate and 
unacceptable.” ▼ 
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Supreme Court Refuses to 
Hear AIDS Insurance Case

WASHINGTON - The 
Supreme Court has agreed 
that a self-insured company 
did not violate the law when 
it gutted health care coverage 
for an employee with AIDS 
after learning he had contract¬ 
ed the deadly disease. 

Over two dissents, the high 
court let stand a ruling on 
November 9 that the Texas 
company did not violate a 
1974 federal law when it re¬ 
duced its insurance coverage 
from $1 million to $5,000 for 
those with AIDS. 

Currently, more than half 
of all employees in America 
are under self- insured plans, 
which could be affected by 
the case. 


its insurance from providing 
$1 million in group medical 
coverage for all workers, to 
$1 million in coverage for all 
workers except those with 
AIDS. 

Coverage was reduced for 
those with AIDS to a maxi¬ 
mum lifetime payout of 
$5,000. 

H&H changed its policy 
only after McGann informed 
the company of his illness. 
But since it changed its cover¬ 
age from a group plan to self- 
insurance, the courts found it 
was not covered by ERISA. 

McGann filed suit in 1989 
claiming the reduction in ben¬ 
efits violated section 510 of 
ERISA, which makes it ille¬ 
gal to “discriminate” against 
any beneficiary “for exercis¬ 
ing any right to which he is 
entitled under the provisions 
of an employee benefit plan... 


or for the purpose of interfer¬ 
ing with the attainment of 
any right to which such par¬ 
ticipant may become entitled 
under the plan.” 

The 5th U.S. Circuit Court 
of Appeals said even if the 
company’s decision to rewrite 
its coverage discriminated 
against employees with 
AIDS, the action did not vio¬ 
late ERISA because a partic¬ 
ular insurance plan is not a 
“vested” benefit that would 
be protected. 

Insurance coverage would 
be implicated only if H&H 
had fired McGann to keep 
him from obtaining promised 
health coverage, the 5th Cir¬ 
cuit said. 

McGann, who began work¬ 
ing for H&H in 1982, was 
first diagnosed with AIDS in 
December 1987. He died June 
4, 1991, at age 47. V 


The case involved a suit 
against H&H Music Co. of 
Houston, originally brought 
by employee John McGann. 

McGann claimed discrimi¬ 
nation in violation of ERISA 
after H&H in 1988 changed 


“They’re not even aware 
that under this court’s [action], 
their employers are free to 
change their plans at will,” 
said Evan Wolfson, attorney 
for the Lambda Legal De¬ 
fense and Education Fund, 
which represented the em¬ 
ployee in this case. 

While the high court’s je- 
fusal to hear the case set no 
national precedent, it strongly 
indicates that any such action 
by employers is allowed un¬ 
der the Employee Retirement 
Income Security Act of 1974. 

An unanswered question, 
however, is whether a similar 
employer action would be il¬ 
legal under the Americans 
with Disabilities Act of 1990, 
which took effect for most 
employers in July. 


But even if an employer 
was found to violate the ADA 
for changing a health plan af¬ 
ter a worker was diagnosed 
with AIDS, it is unclear 
whether the ADA also would 
bar companies from making a 
blanket policy refusing to pay 
for future cases of AIDS or 
other diseases. 

In addition, the ADA does 
not apply to companies with 
fewer than 15 employees. 

“It destroys the whole idea 
of insurance,” Wolfson said of 
the November 9 action. “It ap¬ 
plies to any condition, and 
means that employers are 
now free to change their 
plans involving any disease 
essentially at any 
moment...citing costs.” 


Justice Harry Blackmun 
and Justice Sandra Day 
O’Connor voted to hear the 
case, but it takes four votes 
for a case to be granted re¬ 
view. 

The Bush administration 
had asked the high court not 
to hear the case, claiming the 
ADA will address future com¬ 
plaints. 

But it could be two years 
or more before the high court 
is asked to comment on the 
ADA’s application to such 
measures.

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Coloradans File to 
Stop Anti-Gay Law

Colorado activists filed suit 
in Denver District Court this 
week to challenge the anti¬ 
gay Amendment 2 ratified by 
voters November 3. 

Colorado Legal Initiatives 
Project (CLIP) wants to pre¬ 
vent enactment of the state 
constitutional amendment 
that prohibits laws protecting 
lesbians and gays from dis¬ 
crimination. Voters passed 
the measure 53 percent to 47 
percent. 

Lambda Legal Defense 
and Education Fund will 
work with CLIP to fight the 
amendment, on the grounds 
that it violates the 14th 
Amendment to the U.S. Con¬ 
stitution, which promises 
equal protection for all people 
under the law. 

CLIP has asked for an in¬ 
junction preventing the anti¬ 
gay measure from going into 
effect until the case is re¬ 
solved. 

The cities of Denver, As¬ 
pen, and Boulder are expect¬ 
ed to join CLIP in the court 
action. All three cities have 
laws on the books protecting 
gays and lesbians from dis¬ 
crimination. Those laws 
would be repealed under 
Amendment 2. 

“This case may set the 
precedent in the nation and 
perhaps prevent the group 
that brought this amendment 
to Colorado from bringing 
like amendments in other 
states,” said Patrick Stead¬ 
man, an attorney with CLIP. 

“The passage of this 
amendment is going to force 
the courts to confront the 
question of equal protection 
for gays and lesbians head 
on,” Steadman said. 

CLIP attorney Mary Ce¬ 
leste predicted a long and 
costly battle before the case is 
resolved. 

“We’re prepared, if neces¬ 
sary, to go to the U.S. 
Supreme Court, and it takes 
money to get there,” Celeste 
said. “Whichever way this 
goes at the initial court stage, 
the other interested parties 
are going to appeal. I imagine 
the process as we go will be 
appealed, appealed, and ap¬ 
pealed.”

Reactions to vote 

Denver Mayor Wellington 
Webb, Colorado Governor 
Roy Romer and U.S. Repre¬ 
sentative Pat Schroeder met 
last week to discuss ramifica¬ 
tions of the measure’s pas¬ 
sage. 

“The governor feels badly 
that it passed, but as Gover¬ 
nor of Colorado he has an 
obligation to see that it’s en¬ 
forced,” Romer’s press secre¬ 
tary Cindy Parmenter told 
the Bay Area Reporter. “The 
governor has urged that we 
need to begin working in Col¬ 
orado to understand each oth¬ 
er better.” 

Meanwhile, lesbians and 
gays across the country are 
talking of boycotting the 
state. The American Associa¬ 
tion of Physicians for Human 
Rights has decided to move 
its conference planned for 
next summer, from its origi¬ 
nal Denver site to a new loca¬ 
tion. The Gay and Lesbian 
Alliance Against Defamation 
and the Gay and Lesbian Vic¬ 
tory Fund also have canceled 
Colorado gatherings. 

How it passed 

Since last week’s election, 
gay activists have received 
thousands of calls each day 
regarding the amendment. 

Mark Camin, a spokesper¬ 
son for the Gay and Lesbian 
Community Center of Col¬ 
orado, said most calls are sup¬ 


portive. He blames the mea¬ 
sure’s passage on misunder¬ 
standing among voters. 

“We’ve gotten tons of calls 
from people saying they did 
not understand the wording 
of the amendment. They 
thought that by voting yes 
they were voting for gay 
rights,” Camin said. 

Camin said other callers 
complained about the “special 
rights” they believed gays and 
lesbians are demanding. 

“I honestly do not believe 
53 percent of people in the 
state support discrimination 
and hatred,” Camin said. 
“People were confused. We 
need to educate people better 
we need people to come out 
of the closet. People don’t re¬ 
alize that their next door 
neighbor may be a gay or les¬ 
bian person,” Camin said. 

Tea Schook, spokesperson 
for the Equal Protection Cam¬ 
paign, a group that was fight¬ 
ing the measure, agreed that 
education needs to continue 
in the state. 

“We need be educating 
people about the difference 
between civil rights and their 
so-called ‘special rights’ 
claims, educating about the 
reality of gay and lesbian 
lives,” Schook said. “And we 
also intend to get into telling 
people about what the reli¬ 
gious right is really about and 
how this amendment was just 
one item on the religious 
right’s long-term agenda for 
the nation.” T 


Iowa: That's Where 
Equal Rights Fail

IOWA CITY, Iowa (UPI) - 
Iowa voters, apparently intim¬ 
idated by television commer¬ 
cials featuring men kissing, 
defeated a proposed amend¬ 
ment to the state Constitution 
that would have guaranteed 
equality for women. 

According to the most re¬ 
cent figures available, 52 per¬ 
cent of the voters said “No” to 
the proposed Equal Rights 
Amendment while 48 percent 
said “Yes.” It was the second 
time the proposition was re¬ 
jected in the-state. 


“The exit poll showed 57 
percent of Iowa women sup¬ 
ported this amendment,” said 
Suzie Robinette, a spokes¬ 
woman for the Iowa Women’s 
Equality Campaign. “Iowa 
women want equality. We are 
very disappointed that the ini¬ 
tiative failed but it was diffi¬ 
cult to combat the negative 
ads and lies of the opposi¬ 
tion.” 

The amendment read: 
“Neither the state nor any of 
its political subdivisions shall, 
on the basis of gender, deny 
or restrict the equality of 
rights under the law.” 


The campaign surrounding 
the measure was bitter and 
aggressive. Opponents circu¬ 
lated a letter on the stationary 
of televangelist Pat Robert¬ 
son, warning that adoption of 
the ERA would mean the en¬ 
actment of a secret, feminist 
agenda that would lead to the 
end of the family and the re¬ 
birth of “ancient female reli¬ 
gions like witchcraft.”

Elephants in the Wings: 
Possible '96 GOP Contenders

WASHINGTON - With 
the 1992 elections barely over, 
Republicans are already jock¬ 
eying for position in the 1996 
race. 

Even if President Bush 
had won re-election, he would 
not have been able to run 
again in four years, so there 
would have been a natural 
party fight for the nomina¬ 
tion. But with his defeat 
November 3, Republicans did 
not have to wait a respectable 
amount of time to start going 
after each other. 

And attack they did, point¬ 
ing fingers and laying blame 
for Bush’s defeat. 

Senate Republican leader 
Bob Dole of Kansas tried to 
put the best face on the next 
four years, saying he planned 
to reach out “to the Ross Per¬ 
ot people, and to Reagan- 
Bush Republicans, and to in¬ 
dependents, and Democrats 
who are looking for a voice. I 
want to unify the Republican 
Party, to bring together a 
coalition that can have a real 
impact on national policy.” 

But that was an easy posi¬ 
tion for Dole to take since, af¬ 
ter seeking his party’s nomi¬ 
nation twice before, he was 
not one of those likely to go 
after the prize in four years. 

For others, the 1996 cam¬ 
paign began the day after the 
votes were counted. 

Here is a look at some of 
the possible candidates in 
1996: 

Dan Quayle: 

More than anyone else, 
Quayle suffered a blow from 
Bush’s defeat. He had hoped 
to go into the next presiden¬ 
tial race as the sitting vice 
president, with all the public¬ 
ity, perks and advantages that 
brings. 

His strengths had been his 
ties to the conservative wing 
of the party and all the chits 
he has collected in campaign¬ 
ing for other Republicans. 
Bush was able to parlay these 
advantages into the nomina¬ 
tion in 1988, as did Richard 
Nixon and Hubert Humphrey 
before him. 

Now he will be just anoth¬ 
er out-of-office conservative 
fighting a string of other con¬ 
servatives for the heart and 
soul of his party. 

However, once the smoke 
clears, the loss could work in 
some ways to Quayle’s advan¬

tage. He can spend four years 
running for president, honing 
his improving campaign style 
and lining up support in the 
party. 

And a little time away 
from the unending Vice Pres¬ 
ident Quayle jokes may do 
wonders. 

Still, he will have a great 
deal of difficulty completely 
changing a public image of a 
bumbling lightweight in four 
years. 

Jack Kemp: 

Kemp has a passionate fol¬ 
lowing among a segment of 
the Republican Party, espe¬ 
cially among the fiscal conser¬ 
vatives. But he is also liked 
by others as the conservative 
with a heart. 

For much of the Bush ad¬ 
ministration, he was kept in 
the shadows as Housing 
Secretary, but in the last year 
he became more prominent as 
the only spokesman the party 
could find for such issues as 
urban affairs. 

He should have no trouble 
maintaining a high profile 
even out of office. 

But Kemp has tried for the 
top spot before and not made 
a ripple. There are many indi¬ 
cations that while his appeal 
is deep, it may not be very 
broad, even among conserva¬ 
tives. And his economic mes¬ 
sage may seem old hat by 
1996. 

Pete Wilson: 

Once the coming star of 
the party’s moderate wing, 
the governor of California has 
fallen on some hard times. 

A souring economy 
brought increased taxes and a 
budget fight that sent Wil¬ 
son’s approval rating rapidly 
downward. His situation in 


Mixed Results in Texas

DALLAS — Voters defeat¬ 
ed a Dallas judge who was 
openly gay, but tossed out an¬ 
other jurist who drew censure 
in 1988 for his bigoted com¬ 
ments about gays. 

Former Assistant District 
Attorney John Nelms defeat¬ 
ed State District Judge Jerry 
Birdwell, the first openly gay 
judge in Dallas County. There 
were mixed opinions on why 
Birdwell lost his re-election 
bid. 

Nelms said flatly it was be¬ 
cause of Birdwell’s sexual ori¬ 
entation. “A number of peo¬ 
ple disapprove of that,” he 
said. 


County Democratic Chair¬ 
man Ken Molberg disagreed 
that Birdwell’s gay status was 
a factor and attributed it to 
other reasons. 

Dallas voters also defeated 
State District Judge Jack 
Hampton, who drew criticism 
four years ago when he gave 
a lighter sentence to a mur¬ 
derer because he said the vic¬ 
tims were “queers.” Hampton 
was censured for his remarks 
by the state Commission on 
Judicial Conduct. 

Hampton was challenging 
J^dge Barbara Rosenberg for 
Place 5 on the Court of Ap¬ 
peals in Dallas. Rosenberg de¬ 
feated Hampton with 51 per¬ 
cent of the vote. ▼ 


California was so bad he had 
to skip the Republican Na¬ 
tional Convention. 

But his star could rise 
again. An improved economy 
in California could make his 
beating down the state Legis¬ 
lature a plus in 1996. And Re¬ 
publicans who lost California 
for the first time in nearly 
three decades cannot ignore 
the hugh electoral prize that 
state contains. 

Besides, Wilson will have 
fewer competitors from his 
side of the party than a con¬ 
servative would. 

Pat Robertson: 

The television evangelist 
ran in 1988 and he could do it 
again, although at 66 he 
might be getting a little old at 
a time when the next genera¬ 
tion seems to be taking over 
politics. 

His last race also showed 
that his fundamentalist style 
of politics might have limited 
appeal even to party conser¬ 
vatives. 

But Robertson and his reli¬ 
gious based groups are mak¬ 
ing major inroads into the 
party’s organization and in 
four years he could have a 
much more solid base. 

Phil Gramm: 

The Texas senator has 
strong ties to the right wing 
as well as the fiscal conserva¬ 
tives. Plus he is amassing a

Protection for 
Lesbians, Gays: That's 
The Maine Thing

Voters around the country 
last week were mixed in their 
stands on gay rights legisla¬ 
tion, but when the polls 
closed in Portland, Maine, 
gays and lesbians there had 
reason to celebrate. 

An initiative to repeal the 
city’s gay-inclusive human 
rights ordinance was defeated 
66 percent to 34 percent on 
November 3. 

Passed by the Portland 
City Council last May, the law 
protecting lesbians and gays 
from discrimination came un¬ 
der attack before it went into 
effect. The law now will go 
into effect December 5. 

In related Maine politics, 
anti-gay L.L. Bean heiress 
Linda Bean lost the race for 
U.S. Representative to Thom¬ 
as Andrews, who strongly 
supported civil rights protec¬ 
tions for lesbians and gays. 

David Garrity, who 
worked against the referen¬ 
dum to repeal gay rights, said 
that activists persuaded voters 
by building a broad coalition 
opposing the measure and by 


calling for an end to discrim¬ 
ination. 

“We were successful in 
presenting a community-wide 
face,” Garrity said. “And na¬ 
tional attention on our local 
campaign reminded people 
that the outcome of this elec¬ 
tion would color the percep¬ 
tion of Portland in the minds 
of people across the country. 

“Finally, we sought from 
the very start to focus the 
campaign on the issue of end¬ 
ing discrimination rather than 
even discuss the issue of hu¬ 
man rights,” Garrity said. 

Despite the outcome in 
Maine, Garrity predicts the 
national battle over gay rights 
is only beginning. 

“One problem is that the 
gay community is not orga¬ 
nized nationally to fight these 
campaigns,” he said. “We are 
all going to be fighting the 
same campaign. It’s one orga¬ 
nization coming after us with 
local fronts they are simply 
facades for the ‘Christian’ 
Coalition. We’ve only seen 
the first act in Maine.” ▼

A former Republican we know, who still tries to 
maintain a bit of dignity after having voted for 12 
years of repression and regression, recently told us 
he found it unseemly that we would “kick a lame 
duck,” meaning George Bush.

They don’t care what happens to 
people with AIDS. They never have. 

Of course, they have insurance, and the govern¬ 
ment upon which to depend if they get a catastophic 
disease, or even a hangnail. They’re safe. “I got 
mine, Jack. Screw you.” It’s a pretty unseemly atti¬ 
tude for men who demand to be called “Justices.” 

We say “men,” because Sandra Day O’Connor 
(along with Harry Blackmun) wanted to hear the 
case. The others, all of whom were appointed by Re¬ 
publican presidents, were not interested, or else 
were bought off by the Bush administration. They 
should be damned ashamed. 

So obviously, the Bush presence is still very much 
alive in America. Those men he and Reagan put on 
the bench will be there long after George and Bar¬ 
bara have retired to unnecessarily ostentatious digs 
to live the rest of their lives in ease and comfort. It’s 
the rest of us who will suffer for it. And for that rea¬ 
son we will continue to kick that lame duck, until he 
finds a way to repay America and Americans for all 
he stole.

Victory, Optimism - and Hard Work

The election of Bill Clinton as president sig¬ 
nals the end of an era marked by the emer¬ 
gence of a new, fatal, epidemic illness striking 
those deemed expendable by the two adminis¬ 
trations in power. This has meant that those of 
us fighting AIDS have spent all of the AIDS 
years — a dozen of them — demonstrating, 
shouting, arm-twisting, cajoling, begging, and 
exhorting. It’s been exhausting and dispiriting. 
The wins have been few and the losses can’t be 
counted. 

So, following Clinton’s victory, we all de¬ 
serve to enjoy the hope and cautious optimism 
a new administration brings. Clinton’s victory 
is in part due to the support he received from 
the AIDS and gay and lesbian communities. 
We have a right to expect a new era where our 
government will be working with us — not 
against us — to achieve a compassionate and ef¬ 
fective response to AIDS. And just as impor¬ 
tantly, we have a right to expect that some of 
our own will actually be on the inside helping 
to make federal policy. 

With this new access to the government 
comes a new responsibility for the AIDS com¬ 
munity: After 12 long years of telling the gov¬ 
ernment what it’s doing wrong, we must tell 
the administration how to do it right — in a fair¬ 
ly detailed way. This requires that the AIDS 
community position itself differently. AIDS Ac¬ 
tion is doing just that by reorganizing to assure 
our policy development and analysis are as 
strong as our policy critique has been. We will 
increase our activity, visibility, and, one hopes, 
our influence on Capitol Hill. 

To start that process, AIDS Action, with our 
colleagues in the coalition National Organiza¬ 
tions Responding to AIDS (NORA), has artic¬ 
ulated for the president-elect more than a 
dozen recommendations on how AIDS policy 
should be structured and implemented. For the 


AIDS community, the Clinton administration’s 
response to the epidemic should be guided by 
three principles: commitment to a partnership 
with the AIDS community, commitment to in¬ 
tegrating HIV issues into the larger health care 
programs of the nation, and commitment to 
providing the fiscal resources needed to fight 
this epidemic. 

Among many steps that Clinton could take 
to show that a new approach to the epidemic 
is being initiated, the following would be par¬ 
ticularly dramatic and concrete: 

• Before inauguration, appoint a special 
transition task force to plan implementation of 
key HIV policy recommendations upon taking 
office January 20. Among this task force’s as¬ 
signments should be identifying which of the 
National Commission on AIDS recommenda¬ 
tions can be implemented immediately upon 
taking office. 

• Announce on December 1, World AIDS 
Day, that upon taking office, the immigration 
ban on people with HIV will be lifted. Clinton 
can direct the Justice Department and the De¬ 
partment of Health and Human Services to re¬ 
scind the ban, bringing the United States in 
line with international opinion. 

• Announce the appointment of a domestic 
adviser to the president on HIV issues. This 
person would be the president’s eyes and ears 
on AIDS issues throughout the nation and in 
the federal government. 

• During the transition process, when ap¬ 
pointments are made to key positions, make it 
clear that people with HIV are welcome to 
work in this administration. Clinton must pro¬ 
vide clear direction to his transition team that 
the expertise of people with HIV is not limited 
to HIV-related policy. In addition, Clinton must 
assure that all appointees to health posts share 
his approach on AIDS. 

• In his first few weeks in office, President 
Clinton must reverse George Bush’s pattern of

Anti-Catholicism? 


Disliked Editorial 


The Editor’s Note to the Oct. 15 letter from Mon¬ 
signor John J. O’Connor, the pastor of Mission Dolores, 
is a shocking example of anti-Catholicism. 

People of good will — regardless of religious beliefs, 
sexual orientation, etc. — will differ concerning Pro¬ 
position 161. This proposition’s merits or demerits 
have no direct relationship to homosexuality or to gay 
rights. 

I signed the petition to put this question on the 
ballot, but after reading the feature article on Prop. 
161 in the current issue of Commonweal, I think 161 
is socially dangerous because of its lack of safeguards. 
Most doctors and nurses are ethically opposed to in¬ 
cluding human execution among their professional 
duties. If passed, “doctors of death” will specialize in 
killing off Californians, many of whom may be 
pressured to end their lives by unprincipled relatives 
and friends. 

Msgr. O’Connor’s letter argued the pro-life Roman 
Catholic philosophy of the natural moral law. 

The B.A.R .’s editor needs to know that the money 
raised to defeat Prop. 161 in second collections or at 
collection tables outside the Roman Catholic parish 
churches is quite legal. No parishioner was forced to 
contribute against his or her will, and, as Msgr. O’Con¬ 
nor argued, no money contributed to the support of 
the parish church in the main collection during Mass 
went to support Prop. 161. 

Finally, with a few exceptions — principally the 
domestic partnership question — Roman Catholic 
bishops, priests, nuns and brothers have usually 
politically supported civil liberties for homophile per¬ 
sons in the United States — such as Archbishop 
William J. Levada of Oregon, relative to Oregon’s 
Measure 9. James F. Gibbons

Killing the 
terminally ill is not the answer! 

For over 100 years Catholic healthcare institutions 
have witnessed alternative ways of dealing with pain 
and suffering. Chaplains and other caregivers keep 
vigil with the dying and struggle to find ways of help¬ 
ing people to be comfortable. The value and dignity 
of the human person, no matter what the medical con¬ 
dition, is the primary concern. 

I agree that the Church feels oppressive and abusive 
to many of us who are gay and lesbian; however, please 
do not sweep all the clergy into that category. Some 
of us are compassionate and loving as well!

Support Gay Boycott of Colorado 

On Nov. 3,1992, the people of the State of Colorado 
passed the following amendment to the State Con¬ 
stitution: 

“Shall there be an amendment to Article II of the 
Colorado Constitution to prohibit the State of Col¬ 
orado and any of its political subdivisions from adop¬ 
ting or enforcing any law or policy which provides that 
homosexual, lesbian or bi-sexual orientation, conduct 
or relationships constitutes or entitles a person to 
claim any minority or protected status, quota 
preferences or discrimination?” 

A yes vote would legalize discrimination against the 
gay community, a “no” vote would not. The amend¬ 
ment passed by 54 percent to 48 percent. 

This amendment also rescinds provisions in the city 
charters of Aspen, Denver and Boulder which protects 
the rights of the gay community. These laws were 
voted in by the people of these cities, however they 
are now repealed thanks to the passage of the above 
amendments. 

Lawsuits challenging the constitutionality of this 
amendment are being filed on Nov. 6, however in the 
meantime, the amendment.stands. Until it is overturn¬ 
ed, we are asking everyone outside of Colorado, both 
gay and straight, to boycott all products, services and 
entertainment that is in any way associated with the 
state of Colorado and let it be known why you refuse 
to deal with Colorado products. Cancel your skiing in 
Colorado, reschedule any conferences you might have 
here and offer support to the many gay organizations 
that are fighting this hate attitude. 

The amendment was sponsored by Will Perkins, a 
fundamentalist “Christian” who heads up a group call¬ 
ed Colorado for Family Values (CVF). He also owns 
a Chrysler dealership in Colorado Springs. Thinking 
about buying a Chrysler product? — think again. 

The full force of gay economic power must now be 
focused against the state which voted in hate and 
discrimination. If it can happen here, it can happen 
in your city/town/state. Already other fanatical hate 
groups are calling Perkins now to organize similar 
campaigns in their communities. Two years ago, while 
living in Walnut Creek, I observed the same thing in 
Mashore’s ravings. It’s closer to home than you think. 

Please help your family members in Colorado with 
any support you can muster. Use your imagaination 
and thank you.

Post-Election 
Math and Aftermath 



Political pundits are claim¬ 
ing that nearly 85 percent of 
the nation’s gay and lesbian 
vote - Democratic and Repub¬ 
lican alike - went to Bill Clin¬ 
ton on November 3rd. In fact, 
after 15 years of being a polit¬ 
ical writer (political junkie?) 
for the Bay Area Reporter, I 
have come in contact with 
many a gay/lesbian political 
activist of both political par¬ 
ties and in this election not a 
single Republican in our com¬ 
munity ever told me they 
planned to vote for George 
Bush. Some gay Republicans

er reason) said they planned 
to vote for Bruce Herschen- 
sohn (no, they actually said it 
was a vote against Barbara 
Boxer) but not one said he or 
she intended to vote for Bush. 

What does the election of 
Bill Clinton, a moderate 
Democrat from a small south¬ 
ern state with less than 3 mil¬ 
lion population, mean to the 
nation’s gay and lesbian com¬ 
munity?

lesbian community. Come 
January 20th, they are no 
more. 

President-elect Clinton is 
committed to signing a na¬ 
tional gay rights bill - a long- 
overdue bill that will be 
passed most likely in the next 
Congress. Outgoing President 
Bush vetoed not one, but two 
civil rights bills; can you 
imagine what he would have 
done had gay rights legisla¬ 
tion ever reached his desk? 
Indeed, the dark days of the 
Reagan-Bush government have 
come to an end for gays and 
lesbians, and, as a community 
we can stand tall and take a 
real measure of credit for help¬ 
ing bring down the gov¬ 
ernment that oppressed us for 
far too long. Surely, our trou¬ 
bles are not over; their are ho¬ 
mophobes out there galore 
O’ust take another look at 
what the majority of Colorado 
voters did last week) and the 
fight goes on, but all gays and 
lesbians - Republicans as well 


as Democrats, should take 
real pride in knowing that we 
voted for our rights last Tues¬ 
day when we voted in over¬ 
whelming numbers to rid our¬ 
selves of a homophobic Pres¬ 
ident and replaced him with a 
man who has pledged to be 
our friend. Former President 
Bush: I can hardly wait. 

Poor Pete 

The biggest loser in last 
Tuesday’s California election 
was not John Seymour, Bruce 
Herschensohn, or even 
George Bush - it was a man 
whose name was not even on 
the ballot: Governor Pete Wil¬ 
son. State voters not only re¬ 
jected Wilson’s candidate for 
retiring Alan Cranston’s six- 
year senate seat (Herschen¬ 
sohn), kicked out his hand¬ 
picked interim senator (Sey- 
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mour) and turned aside 
George Bush in huge num¬ 
bers (Wilson was the 
statewide chair of the Bush 
re-election campaign), the vot¬ 
ers also flatly turned down 
Wilson’s personally-sponsored 
Proposition 165, a mean-spir¬ 
ited plan that would have 
slashed welfare benefits and 
largely boosted the governor’s 
budget powers as well. 

Months ago Wilson pub¬ 
licly boasted that, under a 
reapportionment plan pushed 
through by his own party, the 
Republicans would “regain 
control” of the state Assem¬ 
bly. Instead, Democrats, rid¬ 
ing the Clinton-Feinstein tide, 
actually picked two Assembly 
seats formerly held by the Re¬ 
publicans and gained one 
state senate seat. The Wilson 
reapportionment plan of ear¬ 
lier this year backfired on the 
Governor, who had refused to 
negotiate with Democrats 
over the redrawing of legisla¬ 
tive and congressional dis¬ 
tricts required by the 1990 
Census, preferring instead to 
leave the matter up to the Re¬ 
publican-dominated state 
Supreme Court. 

Democrats also gained five 
more congressional seats, giv¬ 
ing them a 31-26 edge over 
Republicans in the new 
California House delegation; 


the state has the largest 
House delegation (57 mem¬ 
bers) of any state in the na¬ 
tion. While claiming that the 
Democratic sweep was “not a 
personal defeat” for himself, 
Wilson, at a post-election 
press conference, acknowl¬ 
edged the GOP “took a beat¬ 
ing” and added that “I don’t 
think you’ll find any more 
thorough or far-reaching 
sweep (in California) unless 
you go back to the Great Re¬ 
cession.” 

San Francisco campaign 
consultant Joe Shumate, one 
of Wilson’s closest political 
advisors bemoaned that “the 
Republican Party and its can¬ 
didates took a beating we 
were simply overwhelmed by 
a very strong Democratic 
tide.” 

Although the gubernatorial 
election is still two years 
away, the political knives 
were already out for Wilson 
(and Attorney General Dan 
Lungren, the only other Re¬ 
publican statewide officehold¬ 
er) this week. Democrats are 
already looking for a strong 
candidate to take on Wilson 
in 1994 and many are saying 
that state Insurance Commis¬ 
sioner John Garamendi is 
quickly emerging as the top 
Democratic contender to chal¬ 
lenge Wilson’s re-election bid. 
Though he claimed last week 
that he presently plans to 
seek re-election, Attorney 
General Dan Lungren, a con¬ 
servative, anti-gay favorite of 
the GOP’s right wing, is re¬ 
portedly unhappy with life in 
Sacramento and is said to 
have told some close associ¬ 
ates he would like to chal¬ 
lenge Senator Dianne Fein- 
stein when she must seek re- 
election in 1994. Lungren, a 
former congressmember, de¬ 
feated San Francisco District 
Attorney Arlo Smith by only 
27,000 votes out of more than 
7 million cast in 1990 to be¬ 
come the state’s top legal offi¬ 
cer: and State Democratic 
chairperson Phil Angelides, 
who turned the state Demo¬ 
cratic party machinery 
around only two short years 
after former chair (and gover¬ 
nor) Jerry Brown managed to 
wreck it, clearly has his eye

we headed out the door. 

A victory as big as this one 
does a lot to remind you how 
sweet the taste of it can be. 
Especially after fighting so 
hard against such a hateful 
regime these past twelve 
years. Especially when you 
realize how much our ene¬ 
mies have been enjoying the 
joyride of our oppression for 
the past decade. But, it seems, 
no more! 

When we got to the Cas¬ 
tro, the streets were already 
blocked off and filling up 
with people in the most gen¬ 
uinely celebratory mood I can 
remember. After all, the first 
president in history to ever 
win after courting the gay 
vote had been elected! 
Madonna was blasting from a 
giant sound system, toilet pa¬ 
per hung everywhere, cham¬ 
pagne flowed freely, and 
smiles lit every beaming face. 
We sang along to “Bye, Bye, 
Bush,” boogied along to 
“Love Train,” and stomped 
the ground during “These 
Boots Were Made for Walk¬ 
ing.” Drag queens waved 
from second-story windows, 
the Sisters of Perpetual Indul¬ 
gence graced the crowd, 
American flags flew without 
being burrfed, and signs an¬ 
nounced, “Hasta La Vista, 
Asshole!” It was better than 
Gay Pride and Halloween 
combined! 

Ggreg Taylor, master par¬ 
ty engineer, presided over the 
festivities, in complete control 
as usual. Calls to continue 
queer activism and consign 
George to “the trash heap of 
history” kept us riled up in 
between groovy tunes. Live 
telephone hookups to Oregon, 
Tampa, Portland (Maine), and 
Colorado followed the 
progress of gay rights legisla¬ 
tion on the ballots in those 
cities and states. Suzanne, 
from “No on 9” in Oregon, re¬ 
minded us that “there is a 
militant homosexual agenda, 


and this is it: Equality. Noth¬ 
ing more, nothing less,” and 
thanked San Franciscans for 
their “emotional and financial 
support.” 

We learned that members 
of our own gay community 
were leading a mini “Laven¬ 
der Sweep” here in town. 
And, to the tune of “Ding, 
Dong, the Witch is Dead,” 
ACT UP led a funeral proces¬ 
sion to honor our dead and 
burn Bush’s effigy, resulting 
in a glorious bonfire in front 
of the new Bank of America 
building. 

Gay speakers from Wash¬ 
ington told us of the changes 
already in the air in D.C. and 
Supervisor Roberta Achten- 
berg, speaking from Little 
Rock, reassured us that Clin¬ 
ton has “been educated... . 
Gays are included in the fab¬ 
ric of the United States, and 
I’m standing here to remind 
him of it every day.” Later 
on, Achtenberg said that Clin¬ 
ton was well aware of his 
large queer support, especial¬ 
ly in California. Said she who 
may be about to leave us, 
“There are more Clinton-Gore 
signs in the windows of the 
Castro than any other place 
on earth, including Little 
Rock.” And to polish it off, 
Achtenberg flared up the 
crowd by announcing “We’ve 
made ourselves a political in¬ 
evitability... . Clinton has a 
mandate and we’re on the 
agenda!” 

Clinton’s speech itself, 
rasped out in a hoarse whisper 
that echoed in the temporary 
stillness of our street, filled 
even this cynical heart with 
hope. For once, we could feel 
included when a politician ad¬ 
dressed us as “my fellow 
Americans.” For once, we 
could feel part of his call for a 
“new partnership for a new 
America.” For once, we could 
feel included in this “victory 
for those who’ve felt left out 
and left behind.” 


And for once we could 
hear a president announce, 
only moments after his elec¬ 
tion to office, that we could 
expect him to “face problems” 
too long ignored, and topping 
the list was AIDS. What took 
the Reagan administration 
years to even admit the exis¬ 
tence of, Clinton said in his 
first breath. Predictably, the 
crowd went crazy. 

As I watched people greet 
each other with kisses and 
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cries of “Happy Election,” as 
I stood on the press truck 
wondering if it was going to 
topple over with our weight, 
and as I giggled to Ggreg’s 
microphone maneuvering, 
which included his calls to 
the White House and his na¬ 
tionally broadcast announce¬ 
ments that there were “over 
20,000 people in the Castro,” I 
realized again how lucky we 
are to live in San Francisco. 

How lucky we are to live 
in a city which really does re¬ 
mind politicians of the “in¬ 
evitability” of the gay vote. 
To live in a city where the 
rainbow flag originated and 
where two streets of mostly 
bad restaurants and T-shirt 
shops amazingly remains the 
center of the queer universe. 
A city that considers as nor¬ 
mal spontaneous celebrations 
to cheer the fall of an evil Re¬ 
publican empire. A city that 
gathers in its streets to listen 
breathlessly as one of its les¬ 
bian leaders, talking long-dis¬ 
tance but linked by love to us 
across the miles, promises 
she’ll work with Bill Clinton 
“to do everything we can to 
liberate our people.” 

Little wonder, then, that 
when she reminded us to nev¬ 
er give up the fight, we 
agreed, and that when she 
told us to party, we did. All 
night long. ▼

fiscal neglect by proposing to 
Congress major increases in 
spending. Clinton must deliver 
early on his promise to fully 
fund the Ryan White CARE 
Act, to increase research 
spending, and to provide new 
resources for prevention. 


This is all exciting and 
heady stuff. But we must also 
remember that Clinton comes 
into office having promised 
many constituencies a fairly 
long wish list — while also 
promising to contain the bud¬ 
get deficit. This means, as 
President Clinton gets down 
to the work of governing, the 
AIDS community must be pre¬ 
pared to do as much demon¬ 
strating, shouting, arm-twist¬ 
ing, cajoling, begging, and ex¬ 


horting as before to accom¬ 
plish our agenda. 

A new administration is a 
tremendous opportunity for us 
all. It may be the break¬ 
through we’ve been hoping 
for. We have a chance to over¬ 
come the exhaustion, margin¬ 
alization, and frustration of the 
last 12 years. This poses a 
challenge to our community to 
keep our eyes — and those of 
the new administration — on 
the prize. ▼

Lesbians and Gays 
Form Sunset Club

Sherry Boschert admits 
that when she formed the 
group Sunset Rising, it was 
for purely selfish reasons— 
she wanted to meet more les¬ 
bian and gay people in her 
neighborhood. But in speak¬ 
ing with the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter on the occasion of the 
group’s one year anniversary, 
she makes it clear that it has 
become more than a way to 
meet and greet. 

It was easy to start Sunset 
Rising, Boschert says. She 
just put a few ads in local pa¬ 
pers, looking for other lesbian 
and gay Sunset District resi¬ 
dents who wanted to get to¬ 
gether and socialize. 

“Popular opinion among 
gays, especially those from 
the Castro,” says Boschert, “is 
that the Sunset is harshly 
anti-gay, and that’s an incor¬ 
rect stereotype. You’re not 
physically in danger and you 
don’t have to be in the closet 
to live here.” 

But if it’s not fear, there is 
apprehension looming over 
the Sunset. “People are 
pulling in their flags,” laments 
Kate, an eight-year resident of 
the area, who has come home 
to find thousands of AIDS fly¬ 
ers strewn across her front 
yard. “You used to see a lot 
more rainbow flags than you 
do these days. Mostly though, 
I’ve been the victim of verbal 
bashing. I’m walking down 
the street and someone will 
call me a faggot and I have to 
turn around and yell back, 
‘I’m a lesbian, damn it.’” 

Indeed, since August, there 
have been at least four acts of 


violence against gays in the 
area, including the residents 
of two houses displaying gay 
flags, who had their windows 
shattered with bricks. 

But while most in the 
group acknowledge they are 
less open in their own neigh¬ 
borhood than they are in the 
Castro, Sunset residents feel 
as safe at home as in other ar¬ 
eas of the city. 

“No one feels as free any¬ 
where as they do in the Cas¬ 
tro,” says Karen, another Sun¬ 
set resident, “but there is no 
rampant gay bashing going 
on here.” 

“And the benefits of living 
here can’t be beat,” adds Dan. 
“I just moved to the area tem¬ 
porarily, but I really like it. 
You can get a bigger house 
for the money, you’re close to 
the ocean, and there’s a fresh¬ 
ness in the air you don’t get 
in the Castro.” 

Rather than retreat, Sunset 
Rising, with a membership of 
60, is becoming more visible. 
In addition to continuing its 
monthly social meetings, the 
group is becoming more in¬ 
formational — disseminating 
material from Community 
United Against Violence, for 
instance — and more service 
oriented. 

“We’ve done some volun¬ 
teer work as a group,” Kate 
says, “And people seem inter¬ 
ested in doing more of that. I 
think it’s about being visible, 
and being visible outside the 
Castro.” 

Kate has approached Ulloa 
Elementary School with a 
proposal to paint some of the 
class rooms. The idea was en¬ 


thusiastically supported by 
other ‘Sunset Risers’ and they 
hope to get the paint and use 
of equipment donated. 

Sherry hopes that main¬ 
taining the original social 
qualities of the group, and fo¬ 
cusing on how together they 


can make a difference in their 
neighborhood, Sunset Rising 
will inspire people to be in¬ 
volved long-term. “The reac¬ 
tion people were having 
when they came to the meet¬ 
ings was, ‘It’s great to know 
you’re out there, see ya, bye,’ 
and attendance started to 


dwindle. But I think commu¬ 
nity involvement and work¬ 
ing with other groups will re¬ 
ally make a difference.” 

Sunset Rising meets 
monthly, except in December.

Presbyterian Leaders and 
Gays Spar Over Spahr

A judicial commission of 
the Presbyterian Church has 
ruled that “self-affirmingprac- 
ticing homosexuals” are 
barred from serving congre¬ 
gations as ministers. 

The October 30 ruling was 
made in the case of the Rev¬ 
erend Jane Spahr, a well- 
known Marin County Presby¬ 
terian minister who was of¬ 
fered the post of assistant pas¬ 
tor by the Downtown United 
Presbyterian Church of 
Rochester, New York, last 
year. 

Spahr was already or¬ 
dained by the church and 
serving as assistant pastor of 
a Presbyterian Church in San 


Rafael when the denomina¬ 
tion barred the ordination of 
lesbians and gays in 1978. 

Although the New York 
congregation’s offer of a posi¬ 
tion to Spahr was approved 
by a local church body, funda¬ 
mentalist conservatives filed 
an appeal with the denom¬ 
ination. 

The Presbyterian Church 
(U.S.A.) also ruled that 
Genessee Valley presbytery 
should not have approved 
Spahr’s hiring, and ordered it 
to stop encouraging the ap¬ 
pointment of gays and les¬ 
bians to church posts. 

“I’m very sad,” Spahr told 
the Bay Area Reporter. “It’s a 
decision against our people 
and against God. I don’t know

who they think we’re follow¬ 
ing. It’s just appalling.” 

Spahr said that she be¬ 
lieved that lesbian and gay 
sexuality “was a gift from 
God” and that she’s received 
calls from all over the country 
offering her support and crit¬ 
icizing the church. 

“People are saying this is 
outrageous, that it’s wrong 
not only for me but for all of 
us who are lesbian and gay. 
We’ve found our voice and 
we will not be stopped.” 

Spahr, the executive direc¬ 
tor of Spectrum, a Marin 
County gay community ser¬ 
vice center, preached to an 
overflow crowd of more than 
200 at the First United 
Lutheran Church in San 
Francisco on November 8. 

Indianapolis Presbyterian 
minister Reverend Howard 
Warren Jr. subsequently ex¬ 
pressed his dismay over the 
ruling in a letter to the Pres¬ 
byterian Church (U.S.A.). The 
openly gay Warren said the 
decision against Spahr was 
“yet another example of the 
barbaric and savage treat¬ 
ment of at least 10 percent of 
God’s creation” and that “it 
will go down in infamy along 
with the Roman Catholic In¬ 
quisition, the Salem witch 
hunts, and the Nazi concen¬ 
tration camps.” ▼

New Director at SF AIDS Office

Mitchell Katz, M.D., an 
openly gay Harvard-trained 
physician, has been appointed 
to succeed Sandra Hernandez, 
M.D., as director of the 
Health Department’s AIDS 
Office. 

The appointment was ef¬ 
fective November 1. 

“The major challenge of 
AIDS Office is to continue to 
provide effective prevention 
programs and quality health 
care in the face of an in¬ 
creased caseload of infected 
HIV persons,” Katz said in a 
statement about his appoint¬ 
ment. 

Hernandez was promoted 
to the post of Health Officer 


for the City and County of 
San Francisco and Deputy 
Director of Community Pub¬ 
lic Health Services/AIDS. She 
will “have extremely broad 
powers as Health Officer, in¬ 
cluding the ability to declare 
a state of health emergency,” 
Wendy Ho Iwata, Health De¬ 
partment press adviser, told 
the Bay Area Reporter. 

As a deputy health direc¬ 
tor, Hernandez will continue 
to consolidate programs 
throughout the community 
public health services sector 
of the department, including 
the expansion of primary care 
services at local district health 
centers, and will oversee all 
AIDS services provided by 
the department. 


Of a population of an esti¬ 
mated 58,000 gay and bisexu¬ 
al men living in San Francis¬ 
co, an estimated 25,000 — or 
43 percent — are infected with 
HIV, according to Health De¬ 
partment statistics. There 
have been more than 11,000 
cases of AIDS reported to the 
Health Department as of June 
30. There have been more 
than 7,000 deaths since the 
epidemic began. 

Katz, 32, is also an assis¬ 
tant clinical professor at the 
University of California, San 
Francisco. 

The AIDS office annual 
budget is $40 million, accord¬

eating it to smoking. “The 
best thing it does is help me 
deal with stress. The stress of 
this disease and the stress of 
every day life. My doctor told 
me to keep my stress level 
down and I think by doing 
that, marijuana has helped 
slow the progression of the 
disease.” 

Moore’s doctor knows she 
uses pot and like most AIDS 
doctors, doesn’t try to discour¬ 
age her. “He tells me, if it 
works, do it.” 

Stress relief is a recurring 
theme among PWAs that use 
marijuana. “Kyle,” who asked 
that his real name not be 
used, was diagnosed with 
AIDS over a year-and-a-half 
ago. “I think [marijuanaj’s 
been a major factor in my 
own life — keeping me going. 
Stress can have very real 
physical effects and marijuana 
definitely reduces stress. 

In addition to stress reduc¬ 
tion, Kyle said he smokes 
marijuana to stimulate his ap¬ 
petite. “With this disease, 
there are a lot of times when 
you really don’t feel like eat¬ 
ing. Many of the medications 
suppress your appetite and 
weight loss can be harmful.” 

Testimonials such as these 
are nothing new to Ronald 
Baker, editor of BETA, the 
Bulletin of Experimental 
Treatments for AIDS, pub¬ 
lished by the San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation. “I’ve heard 
many anecdotal reports from 
physicians and patients using 
marijuana to stimulate ap¬ 
petite and relieve the nausea 
caused by drugs such as AZT, 
Septra, Dapsone, and Cy- 
tovene. And we’ve had many 
reports of people using mari¬ 
juana to reduce anxiety and 
elevate their mood.” 

Baker said the only dan¬ 
gerous side effect from mari¬ 
juana for someone with an 
immune-suppressed system is 
the low risk oi contracting as¬ 
pergillosis, a fungus that can 
grow on marijuana that is im¬ 
properly stored - for in¬ 
stance, in pot packaged in 
plastic while it is still damp. 
“But I have not seen or heard 
of one documented case,” he 
said. “The only other down¬ 
side I can imagine is the lung 
irritation caused by smoking 
anything. I think if you over¬ 
do it, it could cause coughing 



and lung congestion, just tike 
cigarettes.” 

Mitchell Katz, M.D., direc¬ 
tor of the city’s AIDS Office, 
cautions his patients who 
smoke marijuana to use a wa¬ 
ter pipe. He said the hot 
smoke from a marijuana 
cigarette can harm small hairs 
in the bronchiole tracks 
known as cilia. Katz said he 
has never seen any negative 
effects caused by marijuana 
use in any of his patients who 
have AIDS, and although he 
has never advised a patient to 
use marijuana, he doesn’t dis¬ 
courage those who do. “I 
haven’t been impressed that 
it’s that effective in reliving 
nausea, but if a patient tells 
me they get relief, I don’t try 
to lecture them.” 

Two studies looking at the 
effects of marijuana use by 
PWAs have been reported in 
the Journal of the American 
Medical Association. 

The Multicenter AIDS Co¬ 
hort Study, which has fol¬ 
lowed nearly 5,000 homosex¬ 
ual and bisexual men since 
1984, finds no correlation be¬ 
tween the use of marijuana 
and immune status or speed 
of HIV disease progression. 

Another ongoing longitudi¬ 
nal study has been looking for 
four years at how psychoso¬ 
cial and behavioral factors 
and immune changes relate to 
HIV infection risk in 373 in¬ 
ner-city teenagers in Newark, 
NJ. Investigators have found 
in twice-yearly drug screens 
that marijuana use, regardless 
of the amount, does not corre¬ 
late to any immune system 
changes. 

While marijuana remains 
illegal for all but the 13 indi¬ 
viduals currently receiving it 


under the U.S. Public Health 
Service’s compassionate-use 
program, there are two pre¬ 
scription drugs available that 
contain tetrahydrocannabinol 
(THC), the primary active in¬ 
gredient in marijuana. 

Marinol and Megace are 
being used by AIDS patients 
to stimulate appetite and re¬ 
lieve nausea, but most patients 
report the drugs are not near¬ 
ly as effective as smoking or 
eating marijuana. 

“I was prescribed Marinol,” 
said Beth Moore, “and it 
helped me regain my appetite 
at first, but it stopped work¬ 
ing. I still have some sitting 
here and if they worked, be¬ 
lieve me, they would be 
gone.” 

A three-year study to eval¬ 
uate the effects of illegal 
drugs, including marijuana, 
on the immune system, is cur¬ 
rently underway at the Illi¬ 
nois Institute of Technology 
Research Institute. Project 
manager Peter T. Thomas 
told the Bay Area Reporter 
that researchers are just get¬ 
ting ready to study the effecfs 
of marijuana on cell cultures 
that mimic the immune sys¬ 
tem. The study will try to ap¬ 
proximate the levels of mari¬ 
juana that would be present 
in habitual users. 

Thomas said he doesn’t ex¬ 
pect the cell cultures will re¬ 
act negatively, but believes 
they will learn more when 
they begin studying animal 
models next spring. “We’re 
really going to look at the ef¬ 
fects withdrawal from the 
drug can have on the immune 
system. We also want to look 
at what chronic use does to 
the immune system and if it 
can recover after drug use 
stops.” ▼ 


State Dept. Refuses to Allow 
Sinead O'Connor in San Francisco

the event. 

John Ledlow, an organizer 
with the Ad-Hoc Election 
Night Celebration Committee, 
condemned the move as an 
act of censorship intented to 
silence the musician. 

“There’s no doubt this is 
an act of censorship,” Ledlow 
said. “It seems pretty inappro¬ 
priate, especially on the eve 
of an election.” 

Ledlow suggested O’Con¬ 
nor had been- denied the visa 
because she planned to tear

up a photograph of President 
Bush at the rally. The Irish 
singer has been denounced by 


Catholic officials for tearing 
up a photograph of the pope 
during an appearance on Sat¬ 
urday Night Live last month. 

However, State Depart¬ 
ment spokesman Peter Mur- 
phey said O’Connor had been 
denied a visa because she 
failed to file her application 
in time. 

“We didn’t have time to 
process the papers,” Murphey 
said. 

Despite the visa denial, 
Ledlow said the event pro¬ 
ceeded as planned. The pro¬ 
gram included a mock burial 
of President Bush in a 20-foot- 
long casket, an election-char¬ 
acter costume ball, and a 
“Sinead O’Connor Tearing a 
Photo of President Bush 
Look-Alike Contest.” ▼

Canada's New Pro-Gay Military 
Stance Has Many Repercussions

When Canada ended its 
ban on gays and lesbians join¬ 
ing the military last week, it 
may have barred anti-gay job 
discrimination throughout the 
country. 

The Canadian decision 
could have repercussions in 
the United States as well, 
where gay and lesbian ac¬ 
tivists have been fighting for 
years to end this country’s 
ban on gays in the military. 
Most NATO countries now 
allow gays in their militaries. 

“The U.S. is becoming in¬ 
creasingly isolated on this is¬ 
sue,” said Robert Bray, 
spokesman for the Washing- 
ton-based National Gay and 
Lesbian Task Force. “The 
Canadian ruling further ex¬ 
poses the illogic and injustice 
of U.S. discrimination against 
gay and lesbian armed service 
members.” 

Canada had used the same 
reasons as the United States 
to bar gays and lesbians from 
its military: that gays pose se¬ 
curity risks and would under¬ 
mine the morale and disci¬ 
pline of the armed forces. 

The Canadian Department 
of National Defense now sees 
those arguments as outdated, 
said Captain Marc Rouleau, a 
military public affairs officer. 
“Everything has been re- 
he said. “We feel 
this policy is no longer appro¬ 
priate, and we don’t think 
we’ll have any problems at all 
instituting the new policy.” 

Openly gay U.S. Represen¬ 
tative Gerry Studds (D-Mass.) 
argued that if Canada, with “a 
culture and society very sim¬ 
ilar to our own,” sees no prob¬ 
lem with admitting open gays 
and lesbians to its ranks, then 
there is no reason why the 
U.S. should have objections. 

Canada’s military began 
softening its anti-gay policy in 
1988, when it declared that 
gays and lesbians could re¬ 
main in the armed forces if 
they wanted, but would be 
denied promotions, additional 
training, and security clear¬ 
ances. That only applied to 
those discovered to be gay af¬ 
ter induction; the ban on en¬ 
rolling lesbians and gays to 
the military remained. 

The reversal in Canadian 
policy came in response to a 
lawsuit filed by Michelle Dou¬ 
glas, a former lesbian Air 
Force lieutenant who quit her 


position under pressure alter 
she acknowledged her sexual- 
ity. 

On October 27, a Canadian 
Federal Court judge in Toron¬ 
to declared that the military’s 
policy violated Canada’s Char¬ 
ter of Rights and Freedoms — 
similar to the U.S. Bill of 
Rights — and awarded 
$100,000 to Douglas. Rather 
than appeal, the government 
announced that it agreed with 
the judge’s ruling and would 
end its anti-gay policy. 

Three days after the Dou¬ 
glas ruling, the government 
opted not to appeal an August 
Ontario appeals court ruling 
that Canada’s human rights 
law violates the charter be¬ 
cause the law does not bar 
anti-gay discrimination. 

“Taking the two cases to¬ 
gether, we can say once and 
for all that discrimination 
based upon sexual orientation 
is illegal in Canada,” said 
Donna Balkan, spokeswoman 
for the Canadian Human 
Rights Commission, a quasi¬ 
independent government 
agency that has lobbied for 
laws that bar anti-gay discrim¬ 
ination. 

By acknowledging that 
the government was violating 
the Canadian rights charter, it 
in effect acknowledged that 
the charter prohibits anti-gay 
job discrimination across-the- 
board, she said. 

Barbara Mclsaac, general 
counsel for the Canadian De¬ 
partment of Justice, said that 
the government does not 
agree with Balkan that the 
charter mandated a ban on 
sexual orientation discrimina¬ 
tion. But, she said, the govern¬ 
ment did not challenge the 
court rulings because it sup¬ 
ported an end to anti-gay em¬ 
ployment bias, and it saw the 
court rulings as an easy way 
to accomplish that. 

The Human Rights Com¬ 
mission still favors a law ex¬ 
plicitly banning anti-gay dis¬ 
crimination to make the court 
rulings clearer, Balkan said. 

The rulings are somewhat 
limited, because the federal 
government only has the 
power to bar job discrimina¬ 
tion in federally regulated in¬ 
dustries, which include bank¬ 
ing, airlines, telecommunica¬ 
tions and other industries, she 
said. Individual provinces 
must pass laws that ban anti¬ 
gay discrimination in other in¬ 
dustries, and that prohibit

Vandals have steadily de¬ 
faced the two signs recogniz¬ 
ing the Hampton Roads Les¬ 
bian and Gay Pride Coalition 


that were erected along Inter¬ 
state 64 near the CBN com¬ 
plex. 

The destruction is unprece¬ 
dented, according to officials, 
in that one group has been 
singled out. 

“We’ve never encountered 
repeated vandalism of this 
kind with one particular 
group or one particular sign,” 
said John Redmond, a Trans¬ 
portation Department spokes¬ 
man. He characterized the

bias in housing and public 
accommodations. 

Four Canadian provinces 
and territories — Quebec, On¬ 
tario, Manitoba and the 
Yukon — currently ban anti¬ 
gay discrimination. 

The government’s decision 
to comply with the Federal 
Court’s ruling came one year 
after the military was on the 
verge of dropping its anti-gay 
policy, but backed down un¬ 
der pressure from right-wing 
members of the ruling Pro¬ 
gressive Conservative Party. 

“This has been a political 
stalling game for a year now,” 
said David Pepper, legislative 
assistant to Svend Robinson, 
an openly gay Member of 
Parliament (MP) for the New 
Democratic Party. “The mili¬ 
tary did this because they 
knew they would lose this 
case” if it went to the Canadi¬ 
an Supreme Court. 

“This has been a long time 



coming,” he added. “There 
has been a lot of pain and suf¬ 
fering caused to the gays and 
lesbians who have been 
hounded out of the armed 
forces.” 

MPs with the left-of-center 
New Democratic Party and 
with the Liberal Party long 
have been calling for an end 
to the anti-gay policy, but 
Conservative MPs were split 
on the question. In interviews 
with Canadian newspapers 
last week, moderate Conser¬ 


vatives generally praised the 
military’s decision as the right 
thing to do, while right-wing 
Conservatives seemed unhap¬ 
pily resigned to the decision. 

“They’re going to hire peo¬ 
ple who have a queer 
lifestyle,” Conservative MP 
Donald Blenkarn complained 
to Toronto’s The Globe and 
Mail. But, he added, he sup¬ 
ported the government’s deci¬ 
sion because “there comes a 
point when you can’t keep 
fighting lawsuits.” ▼

Gay Cops' Reactions

Lesbian and gay police of¬ 
ficers from Mission Station 
interviewed by the Bay Area 
Reporter about Police Chief 
Anthony Ribera say that the 
gay community — and gay 
cops — will get a fair shake 
from the city’s new top cop. 

They say that Ribera, a 
“tough and no-nonsense cop” 
will be an accessible admin¬ 
istrator and will provide pro¬ 
fessional leadership to a de¬ 
partment that has been disor¬ 
ganized in the past. They say 
he’s a quick mover with a lot 
of fortitude. 

“He was always equal and 
fair and easily accessible. He 
treated us fairly, just like reg¬ 
ular officers. He’s going to be 
making some changes,” said 
Officer Sally De Haven. “We 
were sorry to lose him at Mis¬ 
sion Station, but we feel good 
about him at the helm of the 
department.” 

“He was the first cop I met 
at the Police Academy,” said 
David Tussey, a 11-year veter¬ 
an of the department. “He’s 
tough and no-nonsense but 
he’s also very supportive and 
loyal to his officers who do 
good work. He’s not a yes 
man.” 

Phil Fleck, president of the 
Golden State Police Officers 
Association and an officer at 
Mission Station, told the Bay 
Area Keporter mat Ribera 
would help “bring the depart¬ 
ment into the 21st century,” 
that Ribera played no fa¬ 


vorites, and that gay and les¬ 
bian cops would have equal 
access to promotions. 

“We’ve sorely needed lead¬ 
ership like this for years,” he 
said. “We haven’t moved fast 
enough to keep up with the 
times. He won’t tolerate dis¬ 
crimination and he doesn’t 
play favorites. He knows the 
city and the neighborhoods, 
and he knows the Castro. 
He’s-a professional.” 

Officer Ray Benson, leg¬ 
islative affairs chair of the Po¬ 
lice Officers Association, said 
that Ribera’s appointment 
was a “breath of fresh air” for 
the department. 

“He not only cares about 
us, he’s actually a cop. He 
cares about putting bad guys 
in jails and keeping people 
safe,” Benson said. T

“Products that are visually 
exciting make the organiza¬ 
tions a lot of money,” said 
Phil Siegel, one of ten 
founders of Under One Roof. 


The project was started in 
1990 with grants from 
Chevron, Miller Brewing 
Company, and the San Fran¬ 
cisco Examiner. Grants pay 
for one person’s salary and 
rent for the space. 

All of the money raised 
from sales go back to the or¬ 
ganization. In 1990, the store 
raised $110,000 and in 1991 it 
raised $175,000. 

The organization also re¬ 
ceived grant money from The 
Gap this year and a matching 
grant of $10,000 from Jim 
Hormel. 

Siegel said that the store is 
seeking financial help to 
reach that matching grant. 
The store also needs volun¬ 
teers to keep the place open 
all year. ▼

Vacaville Prisoners Call Off 
AIDS-Related Hunger Strike

Inmates at the California 
Medical Facility (CMF) prison 
in Vacaville have declared 
victory and called an end to a 
three-week hunger strike, fol¬ 
lowing a meeting with Cali¬ 
fornia Department of Correc¬ 
tions Director James Gomez, 
at which Gomez promised to 
act on the protesters’ de¬ 
mands. 

The rotating hunger strike 
that began October 21 was an 
escalation of protests by HIV¬ 
positive inmates, over inade¬ 
quate health care at the facil¬ 
ity, following the recent 
deaths of four inmates, two of 
whom died in their cells. 

On November 10, Gomez 
toured the institution with a 
“large entourage” and met 
with several inmates, accord¬ 
ing to prisoner Brian 
Carmichael. 

Striking prisoners had 
called conditions at Vacaville 
intolerable, complaining of a 
lack of compassion, proper 
medical care, qualified HIV 
doctors and understanding of 
the physical and emotional 
needs of inmates with AIDS. 

In their initial public re¬ 
sponse, prison administrators 
declared that there were no 
major problems at the facility. 
A spokesperson for the 
California Department of Cor¬ 
rections went so far as to say 
the medical treatment re¬ 
ceived by inmates at CMF is 
comparable to that received 
by patients of San Francisco 
General Hospital. 

But Lawrence Wilson, a 
person with AIDS, who was 
incarcerated in the Vacaville 
prison from July of 1991 until 


September of 1992, disputed 
that claim. “We were receiv¬ 
ing second class medical at¬ 
tention,” he said. “I’m out 
now and I’ve had the 
opportunity to compare the 
treatment at CMF to San 
Francisco General, and there 
is no comparison. 

“At San Francisco General 
they send me to see special¬ 
ists, but at CMF the outpa¬ 
tient doctors are totally inca¬ 
pable of providing proper 
treatment. They have not 
seen the numbers of HIV pa¬ 
tients and don’t know the 
way the disease manifests it¬ 
self. It’s not always as simple 
as Kaposi’s sarcoma or pneu- 
mocystis pneumonia,” Wilson 
said. 

In addition to the meeting 
with Gomez, the inmates de¬ 
manded the hiring of a per¬ 
manent qualified HIV medi¬ 
cal specialist; an outside, inde¬ 
pendent investigation of the 
deaths of the four inmates; an 
outside, independent investi¬ 
gation of the conduct of med¬ 
ical and custodial staff in car¬ 
ing for terminally ill inmates; 
a legislative review of the 
compassionate release policies 
and practices to expedite such 
releases; and immediate fund¬ 
ing for a hospice inside the 
prison. 

Prior to Tuesday’s visit by 
Gomez, prison officials pub¬ 
licly admitted to health care 
deficiencies at the facility, but 
said they are beginning to 
make progress. Lt. Patricia 
Mandeville told the Bay Area 
Reporter, “We know we have 
problems and we are looking 
at them and attempting to ad¬ 
dress them. We may not be 
making leaps and bounds, but 


we are making steps.” 

Mandeville said the out¬ 
side investigations and the 
legislative review have begun 
and the prison is actively re¬ 
cruiting for three medical 
doctors who are HIV special¬ 
ists. She said they hope to 
have the positions filled by 
January. 

Mandeville acknowledged 
hearing complaints by two 
doctors who have left CMF, 
about the lack of support they 
received from other prison 
staff, but said, “Warden Ingle 
is very supportive and con¬ 
cerned and wants to get qual¬ 
ified doctors in and keep 
them in.” 

Also according to Mandev¬ 
ille, renovation work has be¬ 
gun on one wing of the prison 
to convert it into a step-down 
unit for those inmates not 
sick enough to require hospi¬ 
talization, and a hospice. She 
said she did not know when 
the hospice and step-down 
unit would be completed, but 
added, “The architects were 
in last week and the 
plumbers were here over the 
weekend. And when it comes 
on-line I’m gonna notify ev¬ 
eryone,” noting the adverse 
publicity that has been gener¬ 
ated by the crisis. 

Jim Lewis, of ACT UP 
San Francisco, said “While 
we are very glad prison offi¬ 
cials met the six demands of 
the hunger strikers, there are 
still many health care issues 
to be addressed. The prison¬ 
ers will now focus all their 
energy and attention to those 
concerns which, for the most 
part, remain unresolved.” ▼ 


One Good Catholic?

CHICAGO — A Vatican let¬ 
ter saying governments 
should deny some rights to 
homosexuals should not be 
used to justify bigotry and vi¬ 
olence against them, Cardinal 
Joseph Bernard said Novem¬ 
ber 6. 

“I affirm the fundamental 
human and civil rights of per¬ 
sons who are gay or lesbian...I 
will continue to work to en¬ 
sure that government fulfills 
this responsibility with spe¬ 
cial attention to unjust or ar¬ 
bitrary discrimination in 
housing or employment,” 


Bernard said in comments 
published in the Chicago 
archdiocese’s newspaper, 
New World. 

Local gay and lesbian ac¬ 
tivists welcomed the state¬ 
ment. 

“We believe that it’s very 
important that Cardinal 
Bernardin speak out about 
the rights of lesbians and 
gays. We believe it has a di¬ 
rect effect on the violence 
that occurs,” said James 
Capleman, president of Digni¬ 
ty Chicago, an organization of 
gay and lesbian Catholics. 

In a letter sent in June to 
U.S. bishops, the Vatican 


called homosexuality “an ob¬ 
jective disorder.” The letter 
said governments should 
deny some rights to homosex¬ 
uals to promote the tradition¬ 
al family and protect society. 

The cardinal said the letter 
could be misunderstood to 
support bias and attacks on 
homosexuals. 

“I regret that this docu¬ 
ment resulted in so much 
pain and confusion,” he said. 

The cardinal repeated his 
opposition to sex outside of 
heterosexual marriage. 

“I cannot endorse homo¬ 
sexual genital expression,” he 
said.V

Abbott Finally Releases HIV-IG

After a prolonged battle 
that has generated universal 
criticism, Abbott Laboratories 
has announced that it has 
transferred all rights and in¬ 
ventories of its HIV-IG prod¬ 
uct to North American Bio- 
logicals, Inc. of Miami, Flori¬ 
da. 

HIV-IG, developed by Ab¬ 
bott, is an immune globulin 
blood product containing 
highly concentrated antibod¬ 
ies against HTV. Since its dis¬ 
covery it has been sought by 
researchers for clinical trials 
in pregnant women. It is be¬ 
lieved that treatment with 
HIV-IG may reduce the trans¬ 
mission of HIV from mother 
to child during pregnancy. It 
may also be effective as a 
treatment in those who al¬ 
ready have AIDS. However, 
Abbott had been unwilling to 
release the drug for clinical 
trials, and has justified its re¬ 
sistance by saying the compa¬ 
ny fears future liability 
claims. 

Researchers and attorneys 
from the National Institutes 
of Health, along with a num¬ 
ber of community groups in¬ 
cluding the Pediatric AIDS 
Foundation, Project Inform, 
ACT UP Chicago, and ACT 
UP Golden Gate, had all tak¬ 
en part in discussions and ac¬ 
tions regarding the fate of 
HIV-IG. 

Cathy Babington, director 
of corporate communications 
for Abbott, told the Bay Area 
Reporter the company had 
been trying to obtain indem¬ 
nification against all possible 
future liability from the Na¬ 
tional Institutes of Health or 
legislatively. 

Martin Delaney of Project 
Inform, who, along with Dr. 
Art Ammann of the Pediatric 
AIDS Foundation, carried on 
direct talks with Abbott over 
the matter, said, “Abbott’s pri¬ 
or actions in this situation 
were simply unacceptable to 
people with AIDS and duly

warranted the increasing crit¬ 
icisms and actions directed 
against the company.” 

ACT UP organized a 
‘phone zap’ of Abbott Labora¬ 
tories’ corporate offices, dis¬ 
rupted trading of the compa¬ 
ny’s stock on two exchanges 
earlier this year, and led a 
boycott of their retail prod¬ 
ucts: Selsun Blue shampoo, 
Murine eye care products, 
Ensure, and Similac. 

During a recent meeting 
with Abbott officials at the 
company’s headquarters in 
North Chicago, Delaney and 
Ammann strongly objected to 
the company’s failure to de¬ 
velop the product and contest¬ 
ed its need for indemnifica¬ 
tion against all possible future 
liabilities. “Had Abbott’s posi¬ 
tion on liability issues been 
left unchallenged,” said Am¬ 
mann, “it could have threat¬ 
ened the viability of all future 
pediatric AIDS research.” 

Babington declined to dis¬ 
cuss the conditions of the 
transfer to North American 
Biologicals, Inc., but said the 
deal had been in the works 
for some time and indicated 
that HIV-IG was more com¬ 


mercially feasible for North 
American Biologicals, Inc. 
“Development of the product 
requires a large population of 
plasma donors and they have 
access to that. But the main 
issue we were able to resolve 
in our negotiations with them 
was our concern with liabili¬ 
ty,” he said. 

Delaney said the resolution 
was a result of unique cooper¬ 
ation between numerous sci¬ 
entists, physicians, street ac¬ 
tivists, and community nego¬ 
tiators. “I’d like to believe 
that Abbott has learned a les¬ 
son in civics here. When a 
company chooses, for whatev¬ 
er reason, to abandon a poten¬ 
tially useful and life-saving 
product, it still has a civic 
obligation to shepherd its de¬ 
velopment, regardless of the 
company’s interest in the 
product area. In this case, 
transferring the product to an¬ 
other party was the right solu¬ 
tion for everyone,” he said. 

Delaney stated that he 
hopes the transfer not only 
meets the immediate needs of 
the pediatric trial, but opens 
up the door for further devel¬ 
opment of HIV-IG as a treat¬ 
ment for all people with HIV 
infection. 

David Gury, C.E.O. of 
North American Biologicals, 
Inc., told the B.A.R. the com¬ 
pany will release HIV-IG to 
the National Institutes of 
Health for testing as soon as 
the NIH is ready to begin 
clinical trials. ▼ 


Clinton Meets With 
AIDS Specialist

FORT WORTH - An 
AIDS specialist who is infect¬ 
ed with HIV said she only ex¬ 
pected a handshake from Bill 
Clinton when a staffer asked 
her to meet with the demo¬ 
cratic hopeful in August. 

But Patti Wetzel said she 
was astonished when she was 
ushered into a private room 
with Clinton, where the 
Arkansas governor rolled up 
his shirtsleeves, poured him¬ 
self a cup of coffee and asked, 
“Now Patti, what’s the an¬ 
swer to your question about 
AIDS?” 

Wetzel, who was infected 
through an accidental needle 
stick 14 months ago, said she 
and Clinton had a 20-minute 
“heart-to-heart” talk in which 
she advised him how to se¬ 
cure funding for AIDS educa¬ 
tion, prevention and research. 

The 32-year-old Wetzel 
said “Let me tell you, I was 
just really blown away by the 
whole experience.” 

The discussion came after 
Wetzel spoke up during a 
televised town hall-type meet¬ 
ing held August 25. She was 
among a selected audience in¬ 
vited to ask questions during 
the forum. 

During the telecast, Wetzel 
identified herself as a person 
with AIDS and asked Clinton 
how he would appropriate 


money to fight the epidemic. 
Later — off-camera — Clinton 
told the physician that he 
“had friends that had AIDS; 
he had buried friends with 
AIDS,” Wetzel recalled last 
week. “He was really aware 
of what the disease was like 
and was very, very sympa¬ 
thetic.” 

Wetzel said Clinton seems 
to be dedicated to fighting the 
killer disease. 

“He sincerely expressed to 
me that he took this all very 
seriously and was definitely 
going to address this in his 
administration.” 

In his opening line in his 
acceptance speech Tuesday 
night, Clinton promised to 
make AIDS a national priori- 
ty. 

Wetzel is staff director of 
outpatient HIV services at 
John Peter Smith Hospital 
and a consultant to a private 
home health care organiza¬ 
tion. She said she stressed to 
Clinton that the spread of 
AIDS can be curbed through 
education. 

Wetzel said that when 
their talk was over, she told 
him she hoped to see him in 
Washington. If Clinton ap¬ 
points her to a position in his 
administration, “It would be a 
phenomenal opportunity and 
one I would not turn down,” 
she said. ▼

HIV-Inhibiting 
Tree Destroyed

CHICAGO — A rare tree in 
Malaysia that produces a com¬ 
pound that appeared to inhib¬ 
it the growth of a form of the 
AIDS virus in laboratory tests 
has been cut down, it was re¬ 
vealed November 8. 

D.D. Soejarto, a plant ex¬ 
plorer at the University of Illi¬ 
nois at Chicago, found the 
tree, called Calophyllum 
langerum, in a Malaysian rain 
forest in 1987, according to 
the Chicago Sun-Times. 

A sample of sap from the 
tree yielded a derivative that 
was effective against HIV-1 in 
tests by the National Cancer 
Institute, the newspaper said. 

In low concentrations, the 
compound stopped the virus’s 
effects on human immune-sys¬ 
tem cells without damaging 
the cells, researchers said. 
The derivative also was effec¬ 
tive against varieties of HIV- 
1 that were resistant to AZT 
and other anti-AIDS drugs, 


but not against HIV-2, re¬ 
searchers said. HIV-2 causes 
most AIDS cases in Africa. 

On a return trip to the for¬ 
est, Soejarto discovered the 
tree had been cut down, the 
newspaper said. He suspects 
it was used for construction. 
The tree has no history of 
medicinal use by local people 
and is not commercially valu¬ 
able for timber because it has 
too many branches. 

The tropical forest has five 
or six species of Calophyllum 
trees. But none of the other 
samples Soejarto has gath¬ 
ered have the potency of 
calanolide, the derivative 
from the Calophyllum 
langerum species tree, re¬ 
searchers said. 

Soejarto also is on the staff 
of the Field Museum of Natu¬ 
ral History in Chicago. He 
heads teams of botanists who 
hunt plants in Southeast Asia 
in hopes of finding new 
medicines before the rain 
forests are destroyed. ▼

His smile, personality, warmth, humor, 
compassion and altruistic spirit will be 
missed by many in the community, and 
will not soon be forgotten. 

He is survived by his mother and 
father, Annette and Larry, brother Rick; 
sister Eli; a nephew Corey, all of New 
Mexico; and his twin brother, Doug, 
who rebonded with Howard during the 
last four years only as twins can, and 
who has helped to bring the family 
closer together in unity and love during 
these most difficult times. Howard is 
survived by a very special extended 
family as well.

Writer Richard Hall 
Falls to AIDS 


With the quiet grace that 
was the hallmark of his de¬ 
meanor to all who knew him, 
Richard Hall left this life on 
Oct. 29 from complications 
associated with AIDS. A 
teacher, editor and writer, 
Richard was a loyal friend to 
the many who knew and were 
helped and inspired by him. 
He was in his mid- ’60s. 

His legacy is six books 
demonstrating his bountiful 
talent: The Butterscotch 
Prince (1975), Three Plays for 
a Gay Theater (1983), 
Couplings: A Book of Stories 
(1983), Letter From a Great 
Uncle and Other Stories (1985), 
Family Fictions (191) and 
Fidelities (1992). Shortly 
before his death Richard 
finished another novel, a 
thriller with an AIDS theme, 
The Spinner of Tales, which 
his family plans to publish. 


The most engaging charac¬ 
teristic of his fiction was his 
ability to inhabit the character 
of his chosen narrators. 

Richard was also the author 
of a landmark essay called 
“Gay Fiction Comes Home,” 
which was published in the 
New York Times Book Review 
in 1988. It was the first formal 
recognition of the worth of gay 
literature in the nation’s most 
influential newspaper. 

A Harvard graduate who 
gained an M.A. in English 
Education at NYU, Richard 
taught at Inter-American 
University in Puerto Rico and 
held various jobs in adver¬ 
tising and public relations. 

He is survived by his sister, 
Dr. Mamie Hall, also an author 
(The Lavender Couch), who 
practices psychotherapy in 
Oakland. — Marv. Shaw 


Steve Walton 

Feb. 23,1947-Sept. 16,1992 

Steve Walton, native Californian and 
long-time resident of San Francisco, died 
peacefully in his sleep, with AIDS com¬ 
plications on September 16th, 1992 at his 
home near Dolores Park. 

Bom in Torrance, CA on February 23, 

1947, Steve served his country in the 
military; travelled in Europe and 
Afghanistan; and lived in various com¬ 
munities in California and Oregon before 
making San Francisco his home in 1973. 

The City nurtured interests close to his 
heart: gardening and organic foods, histo¬ 
ry and Victoriana. Steve, in turn, con¬ 
tributed generously to the quality of life in 
San Francisco. 

Along the west side of Dolores Park, be¬ 
tween the J-Church trolley tracks and Church St., lies a strip of ground that 
Steve developed into a public garden, mostly of perennials, including roses, 
iris and jasmine. First on his own and then with the support of neighbor¬ 
hood volunteers and the Dept, of Parks and Recreation, who presented him 
their Volunteer 1991 Award, Steve created a beautiful and lasting gift for 
the people of San Francisco. 

With his partner of 18 years, Jameson Patton, Steve restored to perfec¬ 
tion a Queen Anne era house and garden. Steve considered this to be his 
greatest artistic achievement His exquisite taste and attention to detail made 
this a stunningly beautiful environment, but more importantly, a center of 
grace and warmth that welcomed a wide circle of friends and family. Dur¬ 
ing the seventies, French folksinger, Maxine le’ Forrestier immortalized their 
home in song. “Le Maison Blue” or “San Francisco” is still very well known 
in France and tells about the home whose doors were always open. 

During his early twenties, Steve worked as a pre-school teacher. He com¬ 
municated easily with children and was godfather to 7 or 8, including his 
name-sake nephew Stevie, who was cared for daily by Steve his first 2 years. 
The two of them appeared together on television interviews about living 
with AIDS. (Steve’s photograph and thoughts about AIDS also appeared 
on the front page of USA TODAY.) Steve was truly interested in children’s 
vision of the world and in their development as ethical and creative beings. 
He was also a firm disciplinarian with a great respect for tradition. That 
love of tradition and history was the basis for his friendships with elderly 
people, from whom he collected stories and impressions of the past. 

An amateur historian and genealogist, Steve completed an enormously 
detailed family history of his father’s side, which included a signer of the 
Declaration of Independence and an attorney general under Abraham Lin¬ 
coln. He presented 16-foot long copies of the family tree to about 50 family 
members at a reunion at his home. During his last years, Steve had begun 
to collect historical autographs and documents, having already amassed an 
impressive collection of antique and hand decorated linens as well as ob- 
jets d’art. 

Steve served as an active influence in the organic food industry in the 
Bay Area. After the passage of the Organic Foods Act of 1979, he and Stuart 
Fishman negotiated successfully with the Dept, of Health Services to clarify 
terms and definitions used in the act. As Jameson Patton’s partner, Steve 
also influenced Jameson’s business, Greenleaf Produce, which through their 
process of buying and selling organic produce educated the restaurateurs 
as well as the farmers. Steve also over saw the Greenleaf kitchen, which 
provided a hot vegetarian meal every day for its workers. 

Steve gave unselfishly of himself to several friends who died of AIDS 
before him. They include Raymond Marais, Joel Daily, and the love of his 
life, Jameson. He tended him night and day in the months before Jameson’s 
death on Feb. 3, 1992. This loving care was repaid to Steve at the end of 
his own life by devoted friends who clamored for their turn to care for him. 
Steve, his friends and family, cannot express enough their appreciation of 
the care of Dr. Vteilly Krampf and Steve’s favorite nurse, Dana Folse at Davies 
Outpatient Infusion Services and the true angel of all hospice workers, Anne 
Marie Madison. 

Steve is survived by his mother, Gloria, of Torrance, CA, his father, Neal, 
of Kingman, AZ, his brother, Dave, of San Francisco, his nephews, Stevie 
and Shane, his nieces, Maria and Vanessa, and many loving friends. 

Steve’s funeral mass was celebrated in the basilica of Mission Dolores 
on September 21st, with interment at Cypress Lawn Cemetery and a private 
reception at his home. He requested that donations in his name be directed 
to the Hope House on Dolores Street. He was a remarkable man, greatly 
loved and already greatly missed.

The San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation and 18th Street 
Services on November 9 an¬ 
nounced the release of an ac¬ 
tivity book aimed at educat¬ 
ing gay and bisexual injection 
drug users about AIDS. 

According to 18th Street 
Services, there are at least 
3,000 gay and bisexual injec¬ 
tion drug users in San Fran¬ 
cisco, 65 percent of whom are 
HIV-positive. 

“This book is an attempt 
to educate gay and bisexual 
drug users by providing mate¬ 
rial that will engage them,” 
said Les Pappas of the AIDS 
Foundation. “The message is 
harm reduction, meaning we 
recognize that people are go¬ 
ing to use drugs, so we have 
to show them, in a non-judg- 
mental way, how to do it safe¬ 
ly-” 

Stephen Manning, execu¬ 
tive director of 18th Street 
Services, said that gay and bi¬ 
sexual injection drug users 
make up a population that is 
devalued and receives scant 
attention in AIDS education 
efforts. 

“Even in the gay commu¬ 
nity, people who use injection 
drugs are considered out¬ 
siders,” Manning said. “This 
project is a way of dealing 
with their needs in a way that 
respects their needs.” 

The activity book contains 
sections on how to clean nee¬ 
dles and inject safely; condom 
use; antibody testing and ear¬ 



ly treatment; needle ex¬ 
change; and how to get sub¬ 
stance abuse treatment. A 
map showing needle ex¬ 
change and health service 
sites in the city also is includ- 
ed. 

The books will be dis¬ 
tributed at 18th Street Ser¬ 
vices, the Haight Ashbury 
Free Clinic and at Prevention 
Point needle exchange sites 
around the city. 

“So much comes across my 
desk, but I saw this and 
thought, here’s something I 
could really use,” said Jon Mc- 
Daid, HIV specialist at the 
Bay Area Addiction Rescue 
and Treatment Clinic on 
Geary Street. “People are sat¬ 
urated with information but 
this is unique.” ▼ 



Study Predicts 55,000 NYC 
AIDS Orphans by Year 2000

NEW YORK — As many 
as 55,000 New York City 
youngsters and young adults 
could be orphaned by AIDS 
by the year 2000, a United 
Hospital Fund study reported 
on November 5. 

The study said about 
30,000 of those without par¬ 
ents will be under 18, which 
could place heavy strains on 
the city’s social service and 
foster care systems. 

According to the projected 
figures, the majority of the or¬ 
phans, 58 percent, will be 
black, 30 percent will be His¬ 
panic, and 11 percent white. 

The study was developed 
by Carol Levine, executive di¬ 
rector of the Orphan Project, 
and David Michaels, associate 
professor of epidemiology at 
the City University of New 
York Medical School-Sophie 
Davis School of Biomedical 
Education. 

It was presented at a con¬ 
ference of families, social 
workers, church leaders and 


educators grappling with psy¬ 
chological problems, and so¬ 
cial welfare and custody is¬ 
sues that surround children 
left motherless by AIDS. 

“It’s like an iceberg 
moving in the water,” Levine 
said. 

“What we can see now are 
the numbers of children who 
are HIV positive or who have 
AIDS. What has been invisi¬ 
ble — or below the surface — 
until now are the very rapidly 
growing numbers of young 
people, living in families with 
AIDS, who will be orphaned 
by the disease as time pass¬ 
es,” she said. 

Levine and Michaels said 
the study is based on a math¬ 
ematical model based on “the 
most sophisticated forecast to 
date” of children whose moth¬ 
ers will die. 

It is the first to take into 
account both fertility rates 
and reported and projected 
AIDS deaths among adult 
women younger than 50. 

The results were adjusted 
for under-reporting of HIV-re¬ 


lated deaths, pediatric AIDS 
death, infant mortality, ethnic 
and racial variation in fertility 
and deceased fertility asoci- 
ated with late-stage HIV dis 
ease, the two researchers said. 

“A strikingly large percent¬ 
age of these youths will be 
teenagers, the children of par¬ 
ents who were infected in the 
1980s,” said Michaels. “The 
population of orphans will be 
greatest in urban areas where 
large numbers of infected 
women live. 

“I anticipate that up to a 
third of the nation’s children 
left motherless by AIDS will 
be in New York City,” she 
$aid. 

Commenting on the study, 
Bruce Vladeck, president of 
the United Hospital Fund, 
said, “The phenomenon will 
create a new cadre of children 
almost as large as the popula¬ 
tion now in foster care. Their 
care will require a range of 
specialized services that we 
have only begun to identify 
and provide.”^

More Post-Mortems

From a queer perspective, 
the recent elections—local re¬ 
gional and national — were a 
mixed bag of flawed victories, 
minor triumphs, and occasion¬ 
al disappointments. Overall, 
attempts to use homophobia 
as a “hot button” witch-hunt¬ 
ing tactic blew up in the faces 
of the would-be gay-baiters; 
but homophobia for its own 
sake did OK. 

Locally, the historic “Milk 
seat” on the Board of Supes, 
kept warm (albeit not very) 
the past decade by Harry 
Britt, was lost. Cleve Jones, 
the only serious queer con¬ 
tender for it, came in eighth: 
two ranks too low to win a 
spot. The Board’s “gay block” 
is thus reduced from three to 
two, and some suspect in may 
soon drop to one (of which 
more below). 

On the positive side, Jones 
did come in ahead of ex-po¬ 
lice chief Richard Hongisto, 
demonstrating that the queer 
block is still more valuable 
than the Westside homo¬ 
phobe vote. The gay vote is 
also credited with fueling 
Neighborhood activist Sue 
Bierman’s impressive second- 
place finish, and in saving 
Terrance Hallinan’s butt (he 
squeaked by in sixth place) af¬ 
ter he suffered damage from 
a last-minute red-baiting 
smear campaign by conserva¬ 
tive Supervisor Bill Maher. 

Finally, gay and lesbian 
candidates did well elsewhere 
on the ballot. Angie Fa made 
an impressive first-place fin¬ 
ish in her run for the School 
Board. Tim Wolfred easily 
won re-election to the College 
Board. 

On the balance, this elec¬ 
tion saw a slight shift towards 
the right, but not by any deci¬ 
sive margin. Maher’s hit piece 
did unseat lukewarm-liberal 
Gonzales, but may end up 
hurting Maher most in the 
long run. Despite massive 
spending, conservative Board 
member Tom Hsieh failed to 
win the presidency of the 
Board, losing to “Lamborghi¬ 
ni Liberal” Angela Alioto. 
Downtowner and “radio per¬ 
sonality” Barbara Kauffman 
did buy her way into a seat, 
but this still leaves Mayor Jor¬ 
dan one vote short of a con¬ 
servative majority. 

Of course, he may get this 
anyway if the rumors are true 
that Supervisor Roberta Acht- 
enberg is going to be offered 
a position in the new Clinton 
administration. If she goes to 
Washington, Jordan gets to 
appoint her successor, and we 
can be pretty sure that who¬ 
ever it is won’t be a liberal 
and won’t be queer. 

It is possible that she’ll 
refuse the offer, but this 
doesn’t seem very likely. A 
seat on the Board of Supes is 
technically a half-time job, 
and it pays about $20,000 a 
year; plus you have to hang 
out daily with all the other su¬ 
pervisors. If you were offered 
a choice between this and be¬ 
ing “AIDS-czar,” which would 
you take? 

A mixed bag 

At the state level there 
was, if anything, a slight shift 
to the left. Both Boxer and 
DiFi won, despite Hirschen- 
sohn’s late surge in the polls, 
fueled, as all such surges 
were this year, by last-minute 
high-volume negative “attack” 
ads. (I have to admit here 
that, at the last minute in the 


been a consistently hesitant 
and lukewarm supporter of 
queer rights and AIDS ac¬ 
tivism. 

He did fulfill his promise 
to deliver a major speech on 
AIDS before the election; but 
only did so in the last week of 
the campaign. He did speak 
out against Measure 9 in Ore¬ 
gon; again, only at the last

minute, only locally, and ac¬ 
companied by many waffling 
disclaimers. He has declared 
his intention to reverse the 
ban on queers in the military; 
but he’s also gratuitously de¬ 
clared his opposition to grant¬ 
ing gays and lesbians domes¬ 
tic partners benefits. 

His early acid test will be 
the appointment of an AIDS 
czar. If Clinton appoints 
someone like Nancy Pelosi or 
John James or Jonathan Mann, 
then he means to take his 
promise to support the war 
against AIDS seriously. Ap¬ 
pointing some temporizing 
mainstreamer, like June Os¬ 
borne (currently chair of the 
national AIDS commission 
and a rather lukewarm critic 
of the Bush administration) 
indicates a purely cosmetic 
commitment. 

And if, as he is rumored to 
be contemplating, he puts in 
ex-Surgeon General C. Ev¬ 
erett Koop — Reagan apolo¬ 
gist, Mormon, open homo¬ 
phobe, currently an insurance 
industry lobbyist — this an¬ 
nounces more business-as-usu- 
al do-nothingism and amounts 
to a major betrayal of queers 
in order to pander to homo¬ 
phobes. 

Other rumors suggest that 
Clinton may keep his promise 
by appointing two different 
AIDS czars, one on the White 
House staff and one at the 
Department of Health and 
Human Services. This pro¬ 
voting booth, I found myself 
unable to vote for DiFi. I 
knew she had a huge margin 
in the polls, and I can never 
forgive her for vetoing the 
Domestic Partners bill when 
she was mayor. Also, I hate 
her hairstyles). 

California Republicans had 
expected to win major gains 
in the state legislature this 
year, because of the recent re¬ 
districting which favored 
them almost as much as the 
previous one favored the 
Democrats. But, written off 
by the Bush campaign and 
badly divided along funda¬ 
mentalist-moderate lines, they 
failed to win a majority in ei¬ 
ther house and instead barely 
held their own. And Gover¬ 
nor “Sneaky Pete” Wilson’s 
welfare-slashing Proposition 
165 (“the son of Prop. 13”) was 
defeated, a decisive loss for 
Wilson’s dreams of inflicting 
a “California Miracle” on our 
hapless state and using it to 
launch a 1996 presidential 
campaign. 

Other states were a mixed 
bag. Oregon’s Proposition 9 
was defeated, but despite be¬ 
ing roundly denounced by ev¬ 
ery political voice to the left 
of Attila the Hun it garnered 
an impressive 43 percent of 
the vote. This demonstrated a 
substantial “Duke effect”; peo¬ 
ple who were too embar¬ 
rassed to tell pollsters their 
true feelings on the subject 
but who gave full voice to 
their prejudice once they 
were safe in the privacy of 
the voting booth. If the funda¬ 


mentalists who sponsored the 
bill had merely toned down 
its abusive rhetoric a wee lit¬ 
tle bit, it might have passed. 

Amendment 2 in Colorado, 
banning anti-discrimination 
laws and overturning existing 
municipal legislation protect¬ 
ing queers, did pass. As in 
Oregon, it did far better in 
the actual vote than it had in 
the polls. On the positive side, 
the prompt declaration of a 
queer boycott against Col¬ 


orado could, if it succeeds in 
preventing enactment of the 
the law, snatch a back-handed 
victory out of this otherwise 
miserable defeat. 

Most lesbian and gay in¬ 
cumbents at the state level 
won re-election, including 
Representatives Karen Clark 
in Minnesota and Barney 
Frank and Gerry Studds in 
Massachusetts. A last-minute 
effort to gay-bait Democratic 
Senator Hollings in South 



Carolina boomeranged on its 
perpetrator. An anti-discrimi¬ 
nation law survived a chal¬ 
lenge in Portland, Maine but 
another was overturned in 
Tampa, Florida. Overall the 
gay movement largely suc¬ 
ceeded in holding its ground 
but made few gains.

Winnie Mandela Embroiled in 
Anti-Gay Murder Case Again

Evidence implicating Win¬ 
nie Mandela, the estranged 
wife of African National 
Congress leader Nelson Man¬ 
dela, in the 1990 murder of a 
black South African teenager 
continues to mount. The 
killing continues to have anti¬ 
gay overtones as well. 

The brutal murder alleged¬ 
ly stemmed from accusations 
by Mandela’s maid, Xoliswa 
Falati, that four black South 
African youths were having 
homosexual relations with 
white Methodist minister 
Paul Verryn. Verryn, a senior 
staff member of the Witwa- 
ters-rand Council of Church¬ 
es, worked with victims of po¬ 
litical violence. Falati claimed 
he was having sex with the 
boys in his Soweto home. 
One of the boys, 14-year old 
Stompie Seipei, was subse¬ 
quently found savagely beat¬ 
en to death. 

Jerry Richardson, Man¬ 
dela’s bodyguard, was ulti¬ 
mately convicted of the mur¬ 
der. Mandela was herself 
convicted of kidnapping and 
assault charges in the highly- 


publicized case, but has al¬ 
ways claimed she was out of 
town when the murder took 
place. Various witnesses sup¬ 
ported Mrs. Mandela’s claims 
at that time, but now several 
of them say they lied to pro¬ 
tect her and were afraid that 
she would harm them if they 
didn’t support her alibi. 

The Mandela defense be¬ 
gan to unravel when she al¬ 
legedly appeared at Falati’s 
residence (in the servant quar¬ 
ters of a second Mandela 
home not far from the Man¬ 
dela mansion) in the early 
hours of Sunday, April 5, this 
year. Falati has said that Man¬ 
dela “was drunk, in a foul 
mood and brandishing a Mak¬ 
arov pistol.” Mandela alleged¬ 
ly physically evicted Falati 
from the servants quarters, 
throwing her clothes into the 
street. “She came at me like a 
madwoman. She was scream¬ 
ing at me that I was going to 
prison,” Falati told the press. 

Falati claimed that Mrs. 
Mandela was “dumping me 
now that I’ve served my pur¬ 
pose.” She also said, “I'am

very puzzled. I protected her. 
I was prepared to go to jail 
for six years from something 
I did not do. I am afraid for 
my life.” 

This “is just the tip of the 
iceberg — it would take me 
two weeks to reveal all that I 
know,” Falati told the Johan¬ 
nesburg Star at the time, fur¬ 
ther alleging that “there are 
many sensitive things I have 
not revealed. She does a lot of 
things and gets away with it.” 

Falati later claimed that 
various newspapers, including 
the prestigious London Sun¬ 
day Times, simply invented 
any contradiction of Man¬ 
dela’s version of events on the 
night of the murder. She now 
maintains an unknown white 
reporter was lurking around 
the Mandela house and that 
he must have made up the 
quotes. But those claims only 
came after Nelson Mandela 
reportedly offered her some 
$25,000 to pay for legal fees. 

Just as the the Falati inci¬ 
dent was settling, another 
Mandela associate came forth 
with information on Seipei’s 
murder. John Morgan, who 
acted as Mandela’s driver and 
who was charged with in¬ 
volvement in the murder, 
gave an exclusive interview 
to South Africa’s Sunday 
Times, alleging that Winnie 
Mandela was present during 
the assault on Seipei and 
three other boys, all of whom 
she accused of being gay. 

Morgan, like Falati, al¬ 
leged that “Winnie used me 
and dumped me.” 

Morgan’s interview filled 
in the details concerning the 
night of the murder. He al¬ 
leged that Richardson or¬ 
dered him to help pick up the 
youths; this was allegedly 
done specifically on the or¬ 
ders of Mandela. He said the 
boys were very frightened 
when Morgan, Richardson, 
Falati, Falati’s daughter, and 
three members of Mandela’s 
so-called “football club” or¬ 
dered them onto the bus. 
“They got on to the bus toyi- 


toyiing and singing with the 
others but I could see their 
faces. The four boys, they 
were scared.” 

Morgan said that the boys 
were then taken to the Man¬ 
dela home where Winnie be¬ 
gan the interrogation. He said 
that Mandela struck the first 
blows of the evening, hitting 
the 14-year-old boy three 
times in the face. “Mrs. Man¬ 
dela came into the room and 
started asking the boys, ‘Why 
do you sleep with a Euro¬ 
pean, a reverend... Do you let 
him fuck you, you dogs?” He 
says she then hit Seipei and 
Kenny Kgase, another of the 
boys. “Then everybody start¬ 
ed to hit them. 

“They were in a circle 
around the boys. Winnie hit 
them with a sjambok [a heavy 
whip], not choosing one tar¬ 
get, but hitting whoever was 
in front of her.” He said that 
the boys were then picked up 
and body-slammed to the 
floor. “Before they hit the 
ground there were already 
many kicks in their faces.” 
Morgan said that the trial tes¬ 
timony of two of the victims, 
Kgasa and Thabiso Mono, 
was essentially correct in de¬ 
tails and that the testimony of 
Mandela and Falati were lies. 

Morgan says that after his 
arrest Mandela came to him 
and told him not to tell any¬ 
one what happened. She paid 
his bail and threw him a par¬ 
ty at her home. Morgan says, 
“Throughout the day, she 
kept telling me to say she was 
in Brandfort on December 29. 
She never threatened me, but 
I knew what happened to the 
other boys. I was afraid if I 
didn’t lie.” 

Another of Mandela’s co¬ 
defendants, Katiza Cebekhu- 
lu, also made statements to 
the police verifying the inci¬ 
dents as related by Morgan. It 
is believed that Cebekhulu 
was willing to testify at the 
Mandela trial to these facts 
but he disappeared just be¬ 
fore the trial was to begin. 
Cebekhulu was allegedly tak¬ 
en by the ANC to a prison 
outside of South Africa, were 
he was held to keep him 
silent. It is now believed that 
another Mandela associate, 
Gabriel Mekgwe, who fled to 
Zambia to avoid testifying 
against Mandela, has returned 
to South Africa and is now in 
consultation with lawyers 


concerning his testimony on 
these matters. 

According to Cebekhulu, 
on the night of Seipei’s mur¬ 
der Mandela summoned Dr. 
Abu-Baker Asvat to her home 
to examine the youth. Asvat, 
a prominent Soweto doctor 
and longtime Mandela associ¬ 
ate, refused to treat the boy 
and urged Mandela to take 
him to a hospital for immedi¬ 
ate treatment. Cebekhulu, in 
a statement made to the po¬ 
lice before his disappearance, 
but not used in the trial be¬ 
cause he could not be cross- 
examined, said, “Dr. Asvat 
came to Winnie’s house and 
investigated Stompie.” 

“While Dr. Asvat exam¬ 
ined Stompie, I saw that he 
shook his head. He spoke to 
Winnie in English. I could not 
hear what they said. I heard 
Dr. Asvat say the word ‘hos¬ 
pital.’ Dr. Asvat then drove 
away.” Cebekhulu said that 
after Asvat left, “Winnie, Jer¬ 
ry, Themba, and Sonwabo 
put paper in Stompie’s 
mouth. They put a rag 
around his mouth and tied it 
behind his head. They tied 
his hands and feet with a rag 
as well.” 

At this point, “Jerry and 
Sonwabo put Stompie in the 
boot [trunk] of a red car. 
Stompie was still alive. They 
drove away.” Five hours later 
they came back to Mandela’s 
home without the boy. “I 
heard them talk to Winnie 
and say, ‘it is finished with 
Stompie.’” Morgan confirmed 
this in his statement, saying “I 
got to the house early and I 
was told by Winnie to pick 
up the dog and dump him. I 
looked through the window 
of the back room and saw 
him lying there.” Morgan’s 
story deemphasizes any part 
he may have played in the 
murder but does substantially 
agree with the testimony of 
Cebekhulu, Kgasa, and Mono. 

The Christian Science 
Monitorhas reported that As¬ 
vat was murdered two weeks 
after he refused to treat 
Seipei. Asvat’s brother, 
Eprahim Asvat, said that “we 
have always believed that 
Abu-Baker was assassinated 
and that it was not an ordi¬ 
nary robbery.” The Monitor 
has said its investigation im¬ 
plicated Winnie Mandela in 
that murder, as well. It is be-

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Asian Pacific AIDS Conference 
Opens With India's Veep

NEW DELHI - An Asian- 
Pacific conference on AIDS 
opened November 8 with In¬ 
dian Vice President Kocheril 
R. Narayanan calling for in¬ 
creased public awareness to 
help remove the social stigma 
attached to the disease. 

The meeting, a follow-up 
to the first Asian-Pacific 
AIDS conference held in Aus¬ 
tralia in 1990, is aimed at find¬ 
ing ways to control the rapid 
spread of AIDS in a region 
which until recently saw the 
disease as largely a Western 
problem. 

Narayanan said the AIDS 
scourge called for a multi¬ 
pronged response, including 
social action, education and 
stepped-up medical research. 

The four-day conference, 
attended by some 2,000 dele¬ 
gates, began with Indian Pub¬ 


lic Health Minister Makhan 
L. Fotedar shaking hands 
with and patting AIDS-infect¬ 
ed children in a gesture de¬ 
signed to underline that the 
disease cannot spread through 
casual contact. 

Narayanan said AIDS vic¬ 
tims “need compassion and 
understanding” and that it 
was cruel and unfair to treat 
them like lepers. 

Recent studies by the 
World Health Organization 
have named Thailand and In¬ 
dia as the countries in the 
Asia-Pacific region most 
threatened by major HIV epi¬ 
demics. 

In India, where health ser¬ 
vices already are abysmal for 
a population of 850 million 
people, the government has 
been slow to promote pro¬ 
grams for prevention and 
screening of AIDS or to ar¬ 


range medical care for pa¬ 
tients with full-blown AIDS. 

The highest incidence of 
HIV in India has been report¬ 
ed in the two port cities of 
Bombay and Madras, which 
have strong links with the 
Middle East and Southeast 
Asia, respectively. 

Arab visitors have been 
widely blamed for the sharp 
growth of prostitution in 
Bombay. A recent indepen¬ 
dent study said as many as 30 
percent of Bombay prostitutes 
are infected with HIV. 

Dr. R.N. Malaviya, the 
chief conference organizer, 
earlier told United Press In¬ 
ternational that the meeting 
will seek to help Asian-Pacific 
governments “put in place 
culturally sensitive and effec¬ 
tive prevention programs on 
an urgent basis.” ▼

Gramm is a tireless cam¬ 
paigner who has a knack for 
getting publicity. On election 
night this year he was already 
all over the television giving 
his comments on the out¬ 
come. 

Still, he has a lot of compa¬ 
ny battling on the party’s 
right and the Republicans 
have not gone to Congress for 
its presidential candidate 
since Barry Goldwater in 
1964. 

James Baker: 

Next to Quayle, Baker 
probably suffered the biggest 
political setback because of 
Bush’s defeat. Had Bush won, 
Baker would have four more 
years as a major player in 
Washington, possibly as secre¬ 
tary of state, and could have 
gone into the next election as 
a big name in the party. 

As is, he now will be out 
of office with his last job on 
his resume being a losing po¬ 
litical handler. 

With no real constituency 
in the party to call his own 
and being 66 by the next elec¬ 
tion, Baker’s chance for the 
top spot probably has passed 
him by. 

Pat Buchanan: 

Buchanan challenged Bush 
in this year’s primaries so he 
has the most current cam¬ 
paign team around. His red 
meat campaign won him 
some hard core followers 
among the right wing.

But it also brought him 
many enemies who blame 
him for softening up Bush 
during the primaries to no 
avail and then throwing a ma¬ 
jor wet blanket on the party’s 
convention with his prime 
time attack speech. 

With so many other con¬ 
servatives in the field, this po¬ 
litical commentator may not 
be able to expand much on 
his base. 

William Weld: 

Possibly the best known 
Republican who could almost 
be called liberal, the governor 
of Massachusetts has a small 
but growing group of backers 
who would like to see the 
party project a more moder¬ 
ate image. 

Weld is for abortion rights, 
which may be a plus in the 
party’s effort to woo indepen¬ 
dents and dissatisfied 
Democrats. 

But a moderate from Mas¬ 
sachusetts running for presi¬ 
dent as a Republican just 
eight years after Ronald Rea¬ 
gan left office? 

It is doubtful if the GOP 
will remake its image that 
much, that fast. 

Someone else - former 
drug czar Bill Bennett, for ex¬ 
ample - could come forward. 

And four years is a long 
time during which a candi¬ 
date could emerge that no 
one is even thinking about 
now.V

the governor in 1994. 

Celebrating the Demo¬ 
crats’ big victory at the 
Fairmont Hotel election 
night, Arlo Smith was being 
urged by a number of promi¬ 
nent Democrats to make an¬ 
other run for the office, re¬ 
gardless of what Lungren 
does. Clearly, the state Re¬ 
publican party in general, and 
Pete Wilson in particular, 
took a real drubbing at the 
polls last week. Many of 
the governor’s closest advi¬ 
sors were privately saying 
that, for the time being at 
least, the first-term chief exec¬ 
utive’s future “isn’t looking 
good.” 

Supervisor Carole Migden, 
Cris Arguedas, Tom Horn, 
and Jon Kouba were among 
those friends of Dianne Fein- 
stein in Washington Tuesday 
to see California’s new U. S. 
Senator take the oath of of¬ 
fice. 

Feinstein, the biggest vote- 
getter of either party in the 
state last week, has become a 
national media celebrity and, 
as one aide put it, “the ‘94 re- 
election campaign is already 
underway and we are getting 
lots of offers of help.” 

Among possible Republi¬ 
can opponents of the popular 
Feinstein in 1994 are the 
afore-mentioned Dan Lun¬ 
gren and outgoing Rep. Tom 
Campbell, who lost to Bruce 
Herschensohn in the June pri¬ 
mary and might have hurt 
himself with former “moder¬ 
ate” supporters by rushing to 
kiss ass with the right-wing 
Herschensohn in an effort to 
defeat Democrat Barbara 
Boxer; Campbell, who had 
convinced voters that he was 
a “Republican even some 
Democrats could like” will 
have a tough time trying to 
now sell himself off as a polit¬ 
ical “moderate”.Bar¬ 

bara Boxer will be a good 
Senator too; many a political 
pundit is saying today that, 
despite an early double-digit 
lead over her right-wing oppo¬ 
nent, had it not been for the 
brilliant get-out-the-vote effort 
engineered by Phil Angelides, 
combined with Clinton’s coat¬ 
tails and Feinstein’s skirt-tails, 
Boxer might well have lost her 
race. 

And while Feinstein and 
Boxer were winning the states 
two U.S. Senate seats, a 
record seven women were 
winning California House 
seats, five were elected or re¬ 
elected to the state senate, and 
a record 22 became members 
of the state Assembly. Howev¬ 
er, going all but unnoticed in 
the state Democratic sweep: 
Susan Golding, an active Re¬ 
publican, became mayor of 
San Diego in the state’s sec¬ 
ond largest city’s “non-parti¬ 
san” race. 

The big winner in San 
Francisco politics clearly has 
to be Angela Alioto, who will 
become President of the 
Board for the next two years 
and is already telling friends 
she wants to be mayor; the 
City’s big loser: Supervisor 
Jim Gonzalez, a good legislator 
who got himself tied up with a 
stupid issue (an ordinance he 
sponsored asking for non-coop¬ 
eration between the SFPD 
and the INS regarding depor¬ 
tation of immigrants) coupled 
with the fact there were sim¬ 
ply too many name Latino 
candidates in the race who

drew votes away from him; no 
one to blame in Gonzalez’s 
loss except the politically am¬ 
bitious candidates from his 
own community. Now, word 
has it, he might end up on 
Senator Dianne Feinstein’s 
staff. 

In Massachusetts, Reps. 
Barney Frank and Gerry Stud- 
ds, both openly gay House 
members, were easily re-elect¬ 
ed (Frank with a whopping 72 
percent and Studds with 62 
percent of the vote) despite be¬ 
ing challenged by heavily-fi¬ 
nanced right-wing Republi¬ 
cans; Studds’ GOP opponent 
openly called him a “child mo¬ 
lester.” 

Also in Congress (the new 
one): women will hold 54 
House seats; Hispanic seats 
rose from 14 to 20, and black 
seats from 26 to 40 percent; in 
fact, last week’s election puts 
the makeup of the new 
Congress (the 103rd) at 57 
Democrats and 52 Republi¬ 
cans, with one (a Nov. 24th 
runoff between Georgia Sena¬ 
tor Wyche Fowler, a Demo¬ 
crat, and his GOP opponent) 
undecided, with Democrats 
holding 259 of the 435 House 
seats; Republicans gained nine 
House seats last week with no 
change in the party makeup of 
the Senate. 

January 20th will bring the 
inauguration of the youngest 
President since John Kennedy 
and the first sitting governor 
to be elected President in 60 
years (FDR in 1932). 

Ronald Reagan is said by 
friends (his) to be brooding in 
southern California over 
Bush’s loss, but, according to 
those close to the former Pres¬ 
ident, he says “Bush seemed to 
throw it away” and according 
to one “close friend” of Nancy 
Reagan, the former President 
is “furious” that he wasn’t 
even asked to help in the cam¬ 
paign until late October “when 
it was already too late.” This 
same unnamed “close friend” 
of the former First claims that 
“they were so pissed that I just 
know they secretly voted for 
Perot.” 

And one of my personal 
heroes, Elizabeth Taylor, al¬ 
though herself legally a British 
citizen and unable to vote, re¬ 
portedly spent the weekend 
calling friends in California 
from such faraway places as 
Spain, urging them to vote for 
Clinton, saying “a vote for 
Clinton is a vote to help end 
the AIDS crisis,” and adding 
that “I am urging my husband, 
Larry, all of my friends, and 
all of the American people to 
do the right thing by voting 
for the Clinton-Gore ticket.” 
(I’ve said it before and I’ll say 
it again - this lady is a saint; 


they don’t come any better.) 

One of George Bush’s 
biggest mistakes - letting the 
religious right, the Phyllis 
Schlaflys, the Pat Robertsons, 
and the Patrick Buchanans 
take over the GOP Convention 
in August; Guess what, 
George? The GOP’s own post¬ 
election polls show that 20 per¬ 
cent - one-fifth — of the Repub¬ 
lican religious right stabbed 
the President in the back by 
voting for Ross Perot. 

Speaking of the religious 
types: the highest court of the 
Presbyterian Church (U.S.A.) 
ruled last week that an openly 
gay or lesbian cannot serve as 
a minister of any of its 11,500 
churches; the immediate im¬ 
pact of the ruling was to nulli¬ 
fy the hiring of the Rev. Jane 
Adams Spahr, a lesbian, as a 
co-pastor of a church in 
Rochester, N.Y., and is ex¬ 
pected to discourage many 
other gay and lesbian minis¬ 
ters in the Presbyterian 
Church (USA) from openly 
declaring their sexual prefer¬ 
ence. 

Proponents of term limits 
for congressmembers won in 
all 14 states where the issue 
was on the ballot; this just 
might be unconstitutional and 


will end up in the courts. 

Whatever happened to Jer¬ 
ry Brown? The “We the Peo¬ 
ple” champion seemingly dis¬ 
appeared after the Demo Con¬ 
vention (and was hardly 
missed, it seems) but said 
through a “spokesperson” in 
Los Angeles this week that he 
was “too busy for interviews” 
but was said to be “pleased” 
that Bill Clinton won. Lisa 
Fredsti, Brown’s spokesper¬ 
son, said that Brown would 
still rather see himself in the 
White House than Clinton, 
“but there’s no doubt he’s hap¬ 
pier than if the Republicans 
got back in” (gee, thanks Jerry; 
now go visit Mother Teresa, or 
something). 

Sure, I think Roberta Acht¬ 
enberg would make a good ad¬ 
dition to the Clinton adminis¬ 
tration, in whatever job- she’s 
smart, hardworking, and was 
there early for Clinton (U§. 
Attorney for northern Califor¬ 
nia? Just a thought...) and re¬ 
ports out of Little Rock have 
it that no one is higher on Bill 
and Hillary’s admirer list than 
Demo national chair Ron

lieved that Asvat was deeply 
disturbed by the incident at 
the Mandela home and had 
told others about it. His mur¬ 
der may have been an at¬ 
tempt to cover up the Seipei 
murder. 

Thulani Johannes Dlamini, 
convicted of Asvat’s murder, 
claims that his accomplice 
was promised $7,000 by Mrs. 
Mandela to carry out the mur¬ 
der. In a statement given to 
police, he refers to his accom¬ 
plice Zakhele Mbatha as Jo¬ 
hannes Ndlovu. Dlamini said, 
“Johannes Ndlovu came to 
my room at Merafe Hostel. 
He said we should go togeth¬ 
er to Dr. Asvat’s in Rockville, 
and I went with him. 

“Johannes said to me, 
‘Look, I have been bought by 
Winnie Mandela, and I must 
shoot Dr. Asvat dead.’ He 
showed me a 9 mm pistol. He 
removed the magazine and I 
counted six live bullets.” 

“He said he would give his 
name to the nurse to get into 
the surgery. We went there to¬ 
gether, and he gave his name 
to the nurse as Mandla Ek- 
wanyana, staying at Nance- 
field Hostel. 

“He sat on a chair and then 
was called to see the doctor, 
who closed the door after 
[Ndlovu] entered the consult¬ 


ing room. 

“I heard two shots. Mandla 
came out and had the weapon 
in his hand. 

“He said we should go, and 
we did, and he then told me 
he had done the job. 

“We ran and had some 
drinks and then walked to Jo- 
hanne’s girlfriend in Kliptown, 
where he changed into differ¬ 
ent clothes. 

“I took a taxi back to Mer¬ 
afe Hostel, and later saw pic¬ 
tures of Johannes and myself 
in the newspapers. I hid in Se- 
bokeng. We returned on 
Wednesday, and were arrested 
on Thursday. 

“When we returned, Jo¬ 
hannes said he would collect 
20,000 [Rands, about $7,000] 
from Winnie Mandela on Fri¬ 
day.” 

At this time the police are 
reinvestigating the Asvat mur¬ 
der and indicate they will wait 
until the investigation is com¬ 
plete to forward the informa¬ 
tion to the attorney general. 
Mandela alleges that Asvat 
was murdered because he had 
information about the homo¬ 
sexual affairs between the 
boys and Reverend Verryn.T

It's Time to Fix Up the Castro 


by Jim Emerson 

A local theatre manag¬ 
er with 20 years ex¬ 
perience in San Fran¬ 
cisco concludes an 
interrogatory with a blunt 
and harsh assessment of the 
future of the Castro Theatre. 
“If you think the Blumenfelds 
are going to restore the 
Castro, you can forget it. 
They’re too rich and too 
cheap.” 

The slow but steady de¬ 
cline of this local landmark 
raises many questions about 
the civic responsibility of pri¬ 
vate enterprise. What is the 
obligation — to the city and 
the neighborhood — of those 
who pull hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of dollars annually 
from the pockets of gays and 
lesbians? What does the com¬ 
munity deserve in return for 
its support? 

Ironically, the Castro has 
become of one the big success 
stories of the repertory film 
business since Blumenfeld 
Enterprises took over the 
lease in 1988. Yet sadly, a 
close examination of the Cas¬ 


tro indicates only the mini¬ 
mum is spent on maintenance 
and preservation of this offi¬ 
cial city landmark, the only 
movie palace so designated. 
The current restoration of the 
Coronet Theatre on Geary, a 
theatre that is already in bet¬ 
ter shape than the Castro (and 
is of less historic significance) 
only serves to emphasize how

far behind the Castro has fall¬ 
en. 

Maintenance of the Castro 
is the responsibility of the 
Blumenfelds under the terms 
of their lease, and a glance at 
the current Blumenfeld chain 
provides unsettling indicators 
of the Castro’s future. The 
Blumenfelds also run the 
Royal, Alhambra, and Regen¬ 
cy I and II theatres. All but 
the Alhambra are character¬ 
ized by their shabbiness, a 
longstanding condition any 
San Francisco filmgoer is al¬ 
ready familiar with. 

The Bay Area Reporter 
has learned that the re¬ 
model of the badly triplexed 
Alhambra Theatre was insti¬ 
gated (and partially funded) 
by the Disney organization. 
They refused to allow 
the Blumenfelds to debut 
their blockbuster Roger Rab¬ 
bit unless they rehabilitated 
the venue. Even so, the re¬ 
model was done without the 
assistance of a preservation 
architect, and the honky-tonk 
coloration of the interior is a 
testament to the lack of pro-

Castro Theatre Milestones 

1910: Nasser Bros. Theatres open the first Castro Theatre 
at 485 Castro Street, currently the site of Cliff's Variety 
Store. This 600-seat theatre replaces the Nasser's smaller 
nickelodeon called the Liberty Theatre formerly at the in¬ 
tersection of Collingwood and 18th streets. The Liberty 
Theatre was a converted candy factory with an apartment 
upstairs where the Nassers lived. 

1922: The "New Castro Theatre," designed by Timothy 
Pflueger, officially opens July 22 at 429 Castro Street 
where the Castro stands today. "New" is deleted from the 
official name the next day. Mayor James Rolph, Jr. and 
Judge Louis Ward preside over the opening ceremonies in 
a flower-filled auditorium. "El Castro March," written by 
Waldemar Lind, conductor of the New Castro Theatre Or¬ 
chestra, plays for the first time to a sellout crowd with 1,875 
persons. (Today the theatre has only 1,550 seats.) Critics 
rave about the ornate decorations but write little about 
Across the Continent, starring Wallace Reid and Theodore 
Roberts, the first film ever shown at the Castro. 

1937: A small fire starts near the front of the Castro. Flames 
damage several rows of seats by the balcony. Heat melts 
parts of a parchment chandelier hanging over the auditori¬ 
um, and the Castro gets painted and redecorated. Repairs 
are made to damaged seats, and a new chandelier is 
fashioned to fit the original fixture. A vertical "Castro" sign 
is added and the marquee modernized. Some new interior 
lighting fixtures are installed, and the Spanish Colonial 
edifice acquires some Art Deco touches. 

1960: The Nassers sell the original Robert Morton pipe 
organ dating back to 1922 to reduce property taxes on the 
Castro. 

1976: Mel Novikoff Theatre Co. leases the rundown Cas¬ 
tro from the Nassers on August 4. Lease terms make him 
responsible for all maintenance. Loyal patrons recall the Cas-

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Island Fever

W ithout upending 
his soapbox or 
pandering to the 
pomposity of poli¬ 
tics, South African playwright 
Athol Fugard is able to give 
his audience a glimpse into 
the ugly heart of apartheid: 
the torture, the pain, the frus¬ 
tration and, surprisingly, the 
humor and hope. His 1973 
play The Island, currently re¬ 
vived at the New Conservato¬ 
ry Theater Center by the 
London-based company Elere 
Yoruba, tackles the unwieldy 
subject of apartheid by closely 
examining the lives and 
friendship between John and 
Winston, two black inmates 
in the Robben Island prison. 

In this taught and relative¬ 
ly brief (running time is just 


over an hour and a half) two- 
person play, the actors face 
the challenge of making two 
desperate cellmates people 
the audience can relate to. 
This must be accomplished so 
the universality of their plight 


— that of human beings suffer¬ 
ing the unmitigated brutality 
of those in power — can be 
communicated effectively to 
the audience. 

Generally speaking, the ac¬ 
tors in this production suc¬ 
ceed in making The Island 
an engaging drama rather 
than a didactic treatise. They 
endow the prisoners, John 
and Winston, with a com¬ 
pelling blend of rage and 
pain, grace and strength. The 
spare production (a minimal¬ 
ist square mat center stage 
serves for most of the action) 
and simple, unobtrusive light¬ 
ing, focuses all the attention 
on the actors. 

Radiant Prince 

Reprising the role he creat¬ 
ed in the 1991 London pro¬ 
duction of The Island, Prince 
Albert Tucker gives a defiant¬ 
ly radiant performance as 
John, while Alphonso G. Hart 
as Winston bravely tackles 
what could be an actor’s 
worst nightmare or his big 
break. Originally, South 
African actor Mavuso Tsha- 
balala was to play the part of 
Winston; but because of prob¬ 
lems with the necessary visas, 
he was not allowed into the 
United States. Bay Area actor 
Hart was called in to save the 
day. 

Hart holds his own against 
Tucker^ and the play does 
find a delicate balance be¬ 
tween the cellmates/friends. 
There are moments when the 
two actors crackle—especially 
when they are rehearsing and 
later performing the triai 


ment during a scene in which 
Winston pretends to make a 
phone call. Clutching a cup to 
his ear, he dials an invisible 
dial and calls a friend in his 
hometown. His excitement 
and his animated conversa¬ 
tion rouse his cellmate, who 
comes to sit beside him. As 
Winston asks about friends 
and family, John has become 
so immersed in the fantasy he 


fantasy evolves into its dark 
side and we are reintroduced 
to reality. A similarly effec¬ 
tive moment occurs in the 
second act when the prison¬ 
ers, trying to remember a 
song, begin to dance and to 
vocally improvise. It is a joy¬ 
ous moment as the men lose 
themselves in the music and 
the movement. The crest 
passes and the men recall the 


ing his friend and serving out 
his years as men come and go 
around him. As the cellmates 
savor the triumph of their 
performance of Antigone, 
they must return to the hard 
labor of their fates. ▼

scenes from Antigone (with 
Winston in drag as the hero¬ 
ine). Individually, Tucker 
emerges as the more accom¬ 
plished of the two actors, and 
the shining moments of the 
play belong to him. 

At the close of the first act 
(there are four acts), Tucker 
has his most effective mo¬ 


begins tugging on Winston’s 
arm wanting to talk, to get a 
word in edgewise. For a mo¬ 
ment, under Tucker’s spell, 
we too forget that a cup has 
no voice. 

The excitement of the 
phone call, however, soon 
fades as Winston asks after 
his wife and his children. The

It is this contrast that 
keeps The Island interesting 
and makes it, ultimately, ef¬ 
fective.

Duo Puts Sex Back 
Into Sexual Politics 


by Noreen C. Barnes 

L ondon’s lesbian come¬ 
dy duo Parker and 
Klein bring their 
sexy, subversive 
cabaret show to Josie’s for 
three weeks beginning Nov. 
10 . 

Acclaimed by the British 
press as “purveyors of lesbian 
high camp” and the “darlings 
of the cabaret circuit,” Karen 
Parker and Debby Klein 
teamed up in 1985, after 
working together in the the¬ 
atre group Hard Corps. 

They had decided, accord¬ 
ing to Klein, to use their “on¬ 
stage/off-stage rapport to be¬ 
come rich and famous, whilst 
retaining our political credi¬ 
bility. We were lured onto the 
cabaret circuit to further this 
aim, but instead of the instant 
wealth and a spot at the Lon¬ 
don Palladium, we were 
quickly labeled as ‘the lesbian 
double act.’ ... To add to the 
confusion, many in our au¬ 
dience (both gay and straight) 
thought we just couldn’t be 
dykes because we wore skirts, 
high heels and lots of make¬ 


up. 

That, of course, is part of 
the wonderful irreverence of 
their show, as they work 
against dyke stereotypes 
while reclaiming a place for 
women in British popular en¬ 
tertainment tradition. 

Parker and Klein’s previ¬ 
ous U.S. appearances have 
been at the WOW Cafe in 
New York in 1989, directed 
by Lois Weaver, and an inter¬ 
rupted attempt to play at the 
West Coast Women’s Music 
and Comedy Festival in 1987. 
A massive fire preempted 
that entire festival, but, as 
Parker recalls, they prevailed 
in providing some entertain¬ 
ment to “the women still try¬ 
ing to get off the mountain.” 

Transatlantic Charm 

I spoke with Karen Parker 
as she was packing to fly from 
London to LA, where she 
and Klein will perform at a 
benefit before coming to San 
Francisco). Her charm was 
positively transatlantic, as she 
talked about audiences, camp 
sensibility, British humor, 
contemporary cabaret and 
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Parker and Klein, lesbian psycho-charmers, do that pucker 
thing at Josie's. 


even current politics. (We 
spoke the morning after the 
election, and she was cheered 
by the political situation here: 
“We want to come to Ameri¬ 
ca to party, to be amongst all 
that.”) 

Parker believes that their 
work is distinct from other 
cabaret/comedy acts by being 
“more literal-based, and of 
course our being British 
makes a difference.” The two 
women have performed to¬ 
gether in a number of theatre 
pieces, primarily camp farces 
written by Klein, such as the 
“Sapphic Sudsaga,” Coming 
Soon. 

Both have substantial 
training as actors, but find 
that they ‘‘are better at 
cabaret,” preferring its “im¬ 
mediacy” and the connection 
to the audience. Parker stress¬ 
es the distinction between 
cabaret and stand-up comedy, 
and their concentration on the 
former, with a range of 
sketches, scenarios and per¬ 
sonas. She calls it “pushing 
the vaudeville end” of the en¬ 
tertainment spectrum. 

“What we do in our show, 
is to play the rather peculiar 
characters named ‘Parker’ 
and ‘Klein,’ which are mega- 
lomaniacally gruesome exten¬ 
sions of ourselves.” Parker de¬ 
scribes her onstage persona as 
a “woman in love with fame 
and fortune, who has an irre¬ 
sistible urge to take off her 
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“A multimedia enchantment!”

clothes.” Klein, on the other 
hand, is much more serious, 
quite literal, and views every¬ 
thing from the perspective of 
a writer. The two “stumble 
onstage together and do 
sketches, trying to upstage 
each other.” 

What confuses audiences 
the most, Karen notes, is that 
both women are femmes, 
which she considers “an inter¬ 
esting dynamic in the politics 
of now,” particularly 
considering they were once 
billed as a “drag act.” 

In the past, they’ve done 
such pieces as “How to Tell 
Your Hairdresser That 
You’re a Dyke,” and their 
most famous bit, a send-up of 
Who’s Afraid of Virginia 
Woolf? with Parker as Liz 
Taylor and Klein as Richard 
Burton. 


Hours of Material 

Parker notes that they 
“have hours of material” and 
will be flexible about what 
they will perform for the 
Josie’s audience, promising in 
her rich, smoky voice, that 
they will keep changing the 
material throughout their 
three week San Francisco 
run, and that “if people return 
to the show, it will be differ¬ 
ent. We want to change it ev¬ 
ery night.” They are not sure 
that an American audience 
will get all their references, 
but are looking forward to 
trying out a variety of mater¬ 
ial and ’’just see_ how it 
goes down.” 

Karen cites “a specific hu¬ 
mor from the north of Eng¬ 
land” in their work, which de¬ 
rives “from laughing at your¬ 
self. It works well here, even 
in London, which is the most 
difficult audience in the 
world.” There, Parker and 
Klein have endeared them¬ 
selves to a wide audience, not 
only of lesbians and gay men, 
but to straight people as well. 

The director for the cur¬ 
rent show is a gay man, 
James Neale-Kennerley (of the 
Gay Sweatshop), who Parker 
says, “pushes us and under¬ 
stands our camp sensibility.” 
She has observed that “Amer¬ 
ican audiences pick up camp 
immediately,” catching refer¬ 
ences to camp icons that oth¬ 
er audience members miss. 

And, she adds, that camp 
should not be the domain of 


gay men as it has been. 
“Woman are camp, too. You 
didn’t make Judy Garland 
camp; she already was.” Park¬ 
er claims that “our camp is 
for everyone,” and that “if 
you understand the refer¬ 
ences, you’ll like what we do, 
no matter what gender you 
are.” 

Parker and Klein are re¬ 
claiming a place for women 
in the music hall/vaudeville 
performance tradition, of 
which women were an impor¬ 
tant part at the turn of the 
century, particularly women 
in drag. What they do, in 
part, is revive what Parker 
calls a “forgotten history,” but 
with a very contemporary 
sensibility. 

San Francisco, and Josie’s 
in particular, seems perfect 
for both the style and sub¬ 
stance of this dynamic lesbian 
duo. The real subversive na¬ 
ture of their work is their ab¬ 
solute comfort being glamour 
gals, in refreshing contradic¬ 
tion to dyke stereotypes. 

As Parker says of their ini¬ 
tial difficulties beingbelieved, 
“We simply were lesbians, 
and not just talking radical 
politics. We confounded peo¬ 
ple, but now queer politics 
has helped. The problem re¬ 
mains that there aren’t 
enough out dyke performers, 
and so everyone wants you to 
be their mouthpiece. The con¬ 
cept of femmes playing with 
gender-fuck is disturbing, but 
the point is that we try but 
we fail. In the early days, we 
didn’t do what the radical 
feminists wanted us to do. Af¬ 
ter all, we were in stilettoes.”

ce is simply banal, preferring 
to discuss hotel-hunting in In¬ 
dia rather than his work as an 
artist. 

One senses there will be 
no enduring legacy, in terms 
of music or dances, from ei¬ 
ther of these artists. And, as 
I’m sure most Cage/Cunning¬ 
ham acolytes would quickly 
remind us, perhaps that is ex¬ 
actly how it should be. If pro¬ 
cess matters most, why worry 
about leaving anything for 
others to repeat, discover, or 
enjoy. This extraordinarily 
selfish perspective suggests 
the inherent dilemma of a 
predominantly conceptual ap¬ 
proach to the making of art. 

Cage/Cunningham is also 
subtly deceptive — by what it 
leaves out or never explains. 
We are told, for example, 
about Merce and John’s 
shared, fastidious belief in the 
independence of dance and 
music (their dancers never 
hear the score until the final 
dress rehearsal). But no one 
explains that in order for the 
choreographer to create (and 
for the dancers to learn and

their heads. 

In Cage/Cunningham, di¬ 
rector Caplan attempts to 
walk a fine line between ex¬ 
perimental art film and jour¬ 
nalistic documentary.

But Cage/Cunningham, 
despite its successful commu¬ 
nication of individual mys¬ 
tique, does little else. We’re 
charmed by Cage’s idea for 
edible paper and by his read¬ 
ing from his nonsensical di¬ 
ary. He also admits, with no 
apparent regret, that the pro¬ 
fessional music world has 
largely ignored his work, dis¬ 
missing Cage as more theorist 
than composer. There is little, 
if any, evidence in the film to 
contradict this point of view. 

Cunningham, on the other 
hand, is presented as more re¬ 
mote and close-mouthed, but 
equally sweet in his cognitive 
preoccupations. Twice, he at¬ 
tempts to explain his belief in 
an absence of “frontality” — or 
a singular, audience-centered 
spatial focus — when creating 
dances. But in numerous clips 
from pieces made over many 
years, the camera (acting as 
surrogate audience) convinces 
us this is more idea than real¬ 
ity. Often, and despite his en- 
dearingelfin-seriousness, Mer-

segments is fragmented, at 
best, mixing unfocused, un¬ 
populated interior imagery 
with talking heads and brief 
clips of Cunningham dances 
filmed in the past. This self- 
conscious pastiche is meant, 
undoubtedly, to mirror the 
quality of randomness found 
in both artists’ work. 

Cage/Cunningham is also 
something of an ode to geron¬ 
tology, as most of the intervie¬ 
wees are pushing the upper 
limits of the human lifespan. 
Somewhat curiously, there 
are no interviews with cur¬ 
rent members of the Cunning¬ 
ham company. 

Odd Oversight 

Despite the filmmaker’s 
overarching pursuit of person¬ 
al-creative mystery when pre¬ 
senting his subjects, it still 
seems odd (to me, anyway) 
that there is hardly a word 
spoken about the nature or 
value of Cage’s relationship 
with Cunningham. Why have 
they spent all these years 
working and, presumably, liv¬ 
ing together? Why does the 
film’s title imply a linkage 
that is never examined? 

At one point, Cage men¬ 
tions how his bond with Cun¬ 
ningham is “organic” in na¬ 
ture, having changed over the

years. But that is the com¬ 
plete sum of introspection of¬ 
fered by either man, or by 
their colleagues and other ac¬ 
quaintances. Apparently, the 
love that dared not speak its 
name, has still not found a 
voice from these two quixotic 
pioneers of the greying, yet 
never-ending, avant garde. ▼

Directed by Elliot Caplan 
and produced by the Cun¬ 
ningham Dance Foundation, 
Cage/Cunningham proposes 
a closer look at the work of 
the late experimental compos¬ 
er John Cage (he died this 
year), the modern-dance mas¬ 
ter Merce Cunningham, and 
their almost 50 years of artis¬ 
tic and personal collaboration.

fessional expertise devoted to 
the project. 

Local Jewel 

The Castro is the jewel in 
the Blumenfeld crown and its 
only repertory house. As a 
rule, repertory or art film cin¬ 
emas aren’t big money mak¬ 
ers. San Francisco, Seattle 
and New York are the largest 
markets for repertory or art 
films and it’s unusual for art 
films to be shown on a regu¬ 
lar basis in theaters the size 
of the Castro. But the Castro 
is recognized nationwide in 
the film industry for the qual¬ 
ity of its programming 
(thanks to the brilliant work 
of Anita Monga, the Castro’s 
booking agent). Archives re¬ 
lease prints to the Castro that 
are never made available to 
most other theaters because 
of the Castro’s reputation for 
projection and handling of old 
films, which are often in poor 
condition. 

Critics, including one at 
the New York Times, have 
praised the Castro as “one of 
the best, if not the best” 
repertory theatre in America. 
The Castro, with its 1,550 
seats is unique for more than 
its success with repertory 
films. Its architectural at¬ 
tributes are rare. No other 
San Francisco theater boasts 
such a combination of 
charms. What makes the Cas¬ 
tro especially unique is that 
it’s the largest surviving 
movie palace from the ’20s 
with most of its original archi¬ 
tectural features intact, which 
still shows films on a regular 
basis. 

“It’s amazing that it sur¬ 
vives,” says Mark Finch, di¬ 
rector of the San Francisco 
International Lesbian and 
Gay Film Festival. “I come 
from England where reperto¬ 
ry theater is subsidized. The 
Castro does better than many 
commercial Film theater oper¬ 
ations,” he says. Finch is one 
of several Film industry pro¬ 
fessionals to point out how 
prestigious the Castro has be¬ 
come among independent 
film makers who “fight hard” 
to have their films shown 
there. It’s also a favorite 
venue for large studios to re- 
release classic Films to gener¬ 
ate publicity for new video 
cassette releases. 

Former director of the 
Theatrical Historical Society 
of America, Steve Levin de¬ 
scribes the Castro as “the 
most prestigious of the few 


remaining revival houses in 
the United States.” The video 
age and proliferation of mass- 
marketed action and special 
effects films have driven most 
repertory theaters out of busi¬ 
ness. “Only the Stanford The¬ 
atre in Palo Alto poses a seri¬ 
ous threat to the Castro’s 
preeminence over such 
venerable repertory houses as 
the St. Mark’s in Manhattan’s 
East Village,” Levin says. 

Few are willing to speak 
for attribution about the Cas¬ 
tro’s current condition. No 
one wants to offend Blumen¬ 
feld. “I don’t like the broken 
seats, but I don’t want to put 
Blumenfeld on the spot. I’ve 
known him for a long time,” 
says Levin. 


Broken Promises 

Promises past and present to 
restore the Castro have 
never been fulFilled, including 
some dating back to the pre¬ 
vious management under Mel 
Novikoff in the 70s. Private¬ 
ly, many Film industry profes¬ 
sionals say they’d like to see 
the Castro restored. But pub¬ 
licly, everyone feels obligated 
to praise Blumenfeld for pre¬ 
serving repertory film theater. 

Little of the original orna¬ 
mental decoration and intri¬ 
cate detail work survives at 
the Castro. Early photographs 
reveal a richly decorated plas¬ 
ter ceiling. It was designed to 
look like a tent canopy fash¬ 
ioned from oriental cloth with 
a green and gold flower pat¬ 
tern. The now brown ceiling 
was once bright and colorful 
and included features such 
imitation swags, ropes and 
tassels. The most prominent 
feature of the auditorium 
walls to survive are the rare 
scraffito murals, a tech¬ 
nique more commonly used 
for pottery. But the once color¬ 
ful murals, darkened with age, 
cry out for professional 
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cleaning and restoration. 

The color scheme inside is 
close to the 1922 original. 
However, most of the fixtures, 
dating back to 1937, are broken 
or incomplete. Plans for 
restoration made in the 70s 
were not completed. The entry 
doors were returned to their 
natural wood finish and the 
seats were reupholstered in 
the 70s; the exterior received 
its most recent coat of paint in 
1976. The Blumenfelds re¬ 
placed the screen and sound 
system this year and put new 
neon on the marquee, al¬ 
though it has not been 
rewired. Chronic problems 
with broken seats are under¬ 
standable, since most of them 
date to 1922 (a few rows below 
the balcony were replaced af¬ 
ter a fire in 1937). 

The Blumenfelds were 
forced to make some repairs 
after the 1989 earthquake. 
Mezzanine lamps were re¬ 
placed with inexpensive indus¬ 
trial-looking fixtures. Repairs 
were evidently done with ex¬ 
pediency rather than preserva¬ 
tion in mind, according to an 
art expert who works in one 
of the city’s museums. 

Less evident is structural 
damage that was caused by 
the quake, including cracks in 
the columns. “We had severe 
damage,” says Robert Blumen¬ 
feld, partner with Blumenfeld 
Enterprises. “The dome shift¬ 
ed off center and had to be 
pulled back. We did some 
earthquake bracing and re¬ 
painted,” he reports. Blumen¬ 
feld now promises to overhaul 
and repair (not replace) the 70- 
year-old seats in ’93 “if busi¬ 
ness is good.” For years, one 
handyman has spent most of 
his time continuously patching 
up seats that constantly break. 
Blumenfeld gives no indica¬ 
tion that he plans to alter his 
piecemeal repair strategy. “It’s 
a constant job. It will never 
end,” he says. “The Castro is 
special,” he admits, “but it’s 
very expensive to maintain.” 
He describes his policy of 
restoration as “methodical.” 

“We’re sort of battling with 
the office now to have the car¬ 
peting updated,” said Richard 
Rovatti, manager of the Castro 
for nearly seven years. “It’s a 
money thing,” he said. 


Cash Cow 

Blumenfeld refuses to elab¬ 
orate on profits generated 
from ticket sides at the Castro 
box office. But according to 
Rovatti, a total of 400 to 600 
seats are typically sold for two 
shows nightly. Overall box of¬ 
fice figures vary greatly de¬ 
pending the films shown. Blu¬ 
menfeld Enterprises rents the 
whole theater, 900 seats down¬ 
stairs and 650 seats upstairs, 
along with the candy counter 
to sponsors of various film fes¬ 
tivals. “The gay and lesbian 
festival is the biggest money 
maker,” Blumenfeld said. 

The Castro grosses approx¬ 
imately $1.2 million in annual 
revenue with an average of 
500 admissions per evening, 
not counting matinees. But 
the bulk of the income at any 
motion picture theatre comes 
from candy and popcorn sales, 
which far exceed the revenues 
generated from admissions. 

“There are weeks where 
the Castro is the number one 
grossing theatre in the coun¬ 
try. It’s consistently in the top 
five in the city,” says Rovatti. 
“We pay less for Films because 
we’re a repertory house. A lot 
of times with First run movies, 
only 10 percent of the gross 
goes to the theatre, but the 
Castro cuts much better 
deals.”

tro as a pigpen with almost no lights. Novikoff makes long 
overdue repairs and replaces thousands of burned out light 
bulbs. He spends $ 20,000 to remove layers of old paint and 
repaint the interior and exterior. Novikoff begins the process 
of turning the Castro into one of the best repertory film 
theatres in the nation, later winnng praise even from critics 
at the New York Times. On October 20, the Landmarks 
Preservation Advisory Board recommends designating the 
Castro as an historic landmark for the City and County of 
San Francisco. A political battle rages while Novikoff con¬ 
siders sealing off the balcony to create two small 
auditoriums upstairs. 

1977: The Board of Supervisors approves landmark 
designation. The Nasser family, still owners of the building, 
appeal the decision. Attorney Samuel Holmes calls the 
historic landmark designation a "perversion of the term." 
Holmes says his clients may want to tear down the Castro 
if profits decline further. The Castro becomes an official 
landmark effective September 3. 

1979: Novikoff leases the present Wurlitzer pipe organ from 
Raymond Taylor who starts installing it on New Year's Day. 

1981: A bomb scare on October 21 forces the evacuation 
of viewers watching Occupied Palestine, a documentary 
about Palestinians seeking independence for Israeli oc¬ 
cupied lands. Police find no bomb present. 

1987: Anita Monga of Berkeley is hired to be in charge of 
programming and booking films. She sets out to broaden 
the audience from its predominantly gay and lesbian 
patronage. Monga later turns the former neighborhood the¬ 
atre into the largest and most profitable film repertory the¬ 
atre in the United States. The Castro eventually goes on to 
outgross every theatre in America in some weeks, including 
the eight-screen Kabuki. Today it regularly outgrosses many 
New York theatres and consistently maintains a spot among 
the top five most profitable movies houses in San Francisco. 

1988: Novikoff, while dying of cancer, sells his lease rights 
in March to Blumenfeld Enterprises, Inc., after nearly two 
years of negotiations. The Castro suffers from declining at¬ 
tendance and revenues; peeling paint and broken seats once 
again frustrate theatregoers. 

1989: The Castro closes following the October 17 earth¬ 
quake. It sustains structural and cosmetic damage. Walls 
and columns along the mezzanine staircase collapse, sup¬ 
port columns crack, and the dome over the auditorium shifts 
off center. Plaster from the ceiling and walls litter every¬ 
thing. The Castro is repaired and painted and special brac¬ 
ing is placed over the tops of support columns. The dome 
is moved back to its original position and anchored with 
braces hidden in the attic. The ceiling is coated with an 
orange glaze to retard paint flaking. Little attention is paid 
to historic preservation as industrial light fixtures replace 
the originals. Loose ornamentation is scraped away from the 
ceiling. What little is left of the original colorful ceiling or¬ 
namentation suffocates under a coating that is likely to 
darken with age. The Castro reopens for business on No¬ 
vember 17. 

1992: Blumenfeld Enterprises installs a new screen, 
revamps the sound system and replaces the original projec¬ 
tion system with modern equipment. Seats fall into serious 
disrepair and carpets turn dull and grimy. Box office receipts 
remain strong despite a slight dip in attendance caused by 
the recession. Average evening attendance ranges from 
400 to 600 total for two shows at $6 per ticket. Robert 
Blumenfeld promises to make repairs in 1993 if business is 
good. Meanwhile the Stanford Theatre in Palo Alto poses 
a serious challenge to the Castro's status as the best rep¬ 
ertory film theatre in the United States.

The best weeks the Castro 
ever had were when Blade 
Runner was shown. “The Cas¬ 
tro pulled in a record $200,000 
in those two weeks,” Robert 
Blumenfeld admits. The Cas¬ 
tro box ofFice ranked first in 
the nation during the premiere 
of The Search for Signs of In¬ 
telligent Life in the Universe, 
adds Anita Monga, the Cas¬ 
tro’s programmer since 1987. 

“We do very well,” Monga 
reports. “Some premieres at 
the Castro outgross everyone 
else. The Castro doesn’t usual¬ 
ly beat out theaters showing 
films like Lethal Weapon, but 
there have been instances 
where it does better than any 
other theater in the city.” 

The two persons most re¬ 
sponsible for turning around 
the Castro Theatre are the late 
Mel Novikoff and Monga. 
Novikoff was responsible for 
repairing years of neglect and 
turning the Castro into a 
repertory theater. At the time, 
the Nasser Bros., builders and 
owners of the theatre, were 
considering tearing it down. 
The threat of the wrecking 


ball was finally eliminated in 
September of 1977 when the 
Board of Supervisors declared 
it a local historic landmark. 
Preservation architect Patrick 
McGrew, president of the San 
Francisco Landmarks Board, 
expresses frustration with the 
current state of the Castro. 

“There have been so many 
missed opportunities. The 
Nasser family still owns the 
theatre, which certainly quali¬ 
fies for inclusion on the Na¬ 
tional Register of Historic 
Places. If the theatre is placed 
on the Register, it qualifies for 
substantial tax credits avail¬ 
able to historic structures. 
Right now the building is 
stuck in a 1970s coloration and 
it needs to be restored to its 
original light sand and pink 
colors. It needs new seats, car¬ 
peting, and complete interior 
refurbishing. What a wonder¬ 
ful gift to the city, and the 
neighborhood, if the Blumen¬ 
felds would do a restoration. 
The Castro is from the same 
period as the Paramount in 
Oakland, and look what was 
done there.” ▼

D on’t you have some 
special memory of 
the holidays? I 
know I do. My aunt 
Jane’s fruitcake. Aunt Jane 
was the black sheep of the 
family, a Communist, natur- 
ist, health food nut as early as 
the 1930s, and a redhead who 
refused to turn grey. She 
dyed her hair until she died, 
well into her 80s, having al¬ 
ready buried her fourth hus¬ 
band, a socialist Baptist min¬ 
ister. I remember all those 
green and red fruits that gave 
the cake Christmas colors, 
making it a strange guest in 
our Jewish fridge. 

Red hair and that cake are 
my Xmas memories. 

Each of us has our own 
queer history, our own yearly 
reaction to the arrival of the 
holiday season. And our re¬ 
sponses are not always sugar 
sweet. So when Theater Rhi¬ 
no offers to take us Homo 
for the Holidays, you can bet 
that the turkey, stockings and 
Hanukkah bush are stuffed 
with not-quite traditional val¬ 
ues. 

Homo is a musical and satir¬ 
ical extravaganza directed by 
Allen Sawyer and John Karr, 
who brought us tributes to 
Irving Berlin and Cole Porter, 
and the first production of 
Dirty Dreams of a Clean Cut 
Kid. Three of the six queer 
writers double as cast mem¬ 
bers. 

“Why a holiday show?” I 
asked the lot of them recent¬ 
ly, and the answers were as 
diverse as the writers and 
cast which includes Florence 
Yoo and Belinda Sullivan. 
These two strong voices sing 
Cy Coleman’s “Flowers.” 

Belinda, an African-Ameri¬ 
can storyteller/actor seen as 
Old Louise in Rhodessa Jones’ 
play about women in San 
Bruno jail, rehearses the love 
duet wearing a moustache. 

Being butch, she smirks, 
“It’s such a romantic song.” 
To which Florence responds, 
“Belinda, what an attitude! It’s 
a showstopper!”

Erotica 

(Sire) 

Just when you thought it 
was safe to go back into the 
bedroom — guess who shows 
up? The latest foray into Ms. 
M’s synaptic functions finds 
us deep in the depths of what 
drives her — sex. To call this 
latest release thematic would 
be too simplistic, yet of the 14 
tracks here, only four raise 
the tempo beyond bump-and- 
grind. 

The initial single, “Eroti¬ 
ca,” has been a runaway hit 
since its debut. As is usual 
with her releases, it was intro¬ 
duced amid a flurry of calcu¬ 
lated controversy. Without 
the controversy, and the si¬ 


multaneous release of her 
book, Sex , the chart impact 
of this single would be doubt¬ 
ful. It could have been titled, 
“Justify My Love, Part 2.” 

Madonna’s need to insert 
samples of two of her old 
songs within the context two 
“new” songs here is confus¬ 
ing.

Kicking-off the album is 
the Billie Holiday classic, 
“Good Morning Heartache.” 
In true-blue torch flavor, 
Howard wrestles with the on¬ 
going disappointment of love 
in a fashion that would do 
Holiday proud. Coincidental¬ 
ly, Howard is scheduled to 
make her debut on the silver 
screen later this year in Spike 
Lee’s Malcolm X, where she 
portrays Lady Day. Perhaps 
this track is a preview of 
things to come. 

Continuing in this vein, 
Howard turns in another 
splendid torcher, this time 
with the Dinah Washington 
classic, “This Bitter Earth.” 
Like a net from which there 
is no escape, Howard’s 
exquisite voice drags you 
down into the bitter depths.

A s usual, the gay angle 
is overlooked in the 
latest batch of Broad¬ 
way and cabaret 
recordings. I’m compelled to 
comment about three artists, 
only one of whom — Jerry 
Herman — is officially out. 


Ann Hampton Calloway 
Ann Hampton Calloway 
(DRG) 

It’s not that I expected 
Ann Hampton Calloway to 
come out in the liner notes to 
her long-awaited first record¬ 
ing (on the DRG label). After 
all, I’ve only been assuming 
she was gay. But the many 
fans Ann has accrued through 
her performances on R.S.V.R 
cruises will most likely be as 
disappointed by this record¬ 
ing’s miscasting of the vocal¬ 
ist as I was. The album first 
removes Ann from her cus¬ 
tomary place at the piano, 
and then wraps her in the 
moist and clinging soft jazz 
arrangements of two pop ar¬ 
rangers. Totally missing are 
Ann’s sly wit — her hip wink 
at sentiment and uniquely dry 
romanticism—which prevent¬ 
ed her versions of standards 
from becoming mushy. 

Here, in slow and elabo¬ 
rate arrangements which 
cloak the singer’s natural per¬ 
sonality, Ann is caught over¬ 
emoting in a breathy, sex-kit¬ 


ten fashion. It’s anything but 
the Calloway we thirst for. 
Rumor has it that Ann is not 
satisfied with the album, and 
made it only because she 
couldn’t pass up the offer of a 
first recording. I’ll admit, her 
voice is warm, her phrasing 
impeccable, the effect sexy 
and romantic. Those who 
don’t already know Ann will 
be seduced by the sensuality 
of her laid-back swing, her 
lush voice and her restrained, 
tasteful embellishments. This 
is a delectable late night 
reverie, featuring well over 
an hour of romantic stan¬ 
dards, like “All the Things 
You Are,” and “Too Late 
Now.” But compare this 
recording of Ann’s own song, 
“I Gaze in Your Eyes” with 
the one on Ben Bagely’s Cole 
Porter tribute. In the latter 
version, you hear Ann at her 
self-directed best, and you’ll 
understand why I long for an¬ 
other Calloway album — one 
that lets her do it her way. 

Jerry Herman 

Jerry Herman's Broadway 

(RCA Victor) 

I was eager for Jerry Her¬ 
man’s Broadway , a symphon¬ 
ic approach to Herman’s 
many hits, on RCA Victor. 
Forgetting La Cage, I’m a 
big fan of Herman’s buoyant 
prime-color melodies. And I 
was waxing sentimental after 
hearing on the grapevine that 
Herman’s health was declin¬ 


ing, allegedly from AIDS. But 
the Herman I love isn’t on 
this album. As arranged by 
veteran Herman conductor/ar¬ 
ranger Donald Pippin, it fea¬ 
tures gargantuan medleys — 
“The Waltzes,” “The March¬ 
es” — which effectively replace 
most of the number’s zest 
with size. Lumbering bom¬ 
bast is the overall effect. “The 
Wedding Sequence” from 
Milk and Honey is a previ¬ 
ously unrecorded potpourri 
with not a patch of Fiddler’s 
wedding hoopla, and if the 
overture from Mack and Ma¬ 
bel is fun this big, the ar¬ 


rangement of “Hello, Dolly” is 
a nearly racist embarrass¬ 
ment. Trading on the song’s 
world-wide popularity, Pippin 
has draped it in international 
flavors — woodblocks for the 
Orient, oom-pah for Germany, 
etc. If it wasn’t just bad it 
would be a good party joke. 


Billy Stritch 
Billy Stritch 
(DRG) 

What is it that makes me 
think Billy Stritch is gay? Is it 
his look, his approach, his 


voice itself, or the fact that 
Liza Minnelli makes a guest 
appearance on his first solo 
recording? Whatever, the for¬ 
mer member of Montgomery, 
Plant and Stritch has made a 
jaunty, entertaining debut for 
DRG. From the subtly swing¬ 
ing “Night and Day” which 
opens the album, through 
standards like “You Fascinate 
Me So,” to hip choices like 
“Buds Won’t Bud,” and “No 
Moon at All,” and an unusual¬ 
ly slow (and beautiful) Jobim 
“Meditation,” Stritch is fresh, 
first rate fun all the way. ▼

William “Bill” Huck, a San 
Francisco arts critic and histo¬ 
rian associated with the San 
Francisco Sentinel and San 
Francisco Ballet, died at 
home in Mill Valley on Nov. 
3 of complications from 
AIDS. He was 45. 

Born in Pittsfield, Mass, 
and educated at Yale Univer¬ 
sity, Mr. Huck served as the 
classical music critic of the 
Sentinel from 1980 until his 
death, contributing weekly re¬ 
views of opera, symphony 
and chamber music events. 
From 1984 to 1991, he was ed¬ 
itor of San Francisco Ballet’s 
magazine and prepared the 
ballet’s program notes, for 
which he was honored with a 
1991 Isadora Duncan Dance 
Award. He also wrote feature 
articles for San Francisco 
Opera and program notes for 
Seattle Opera and the Sacra¬ 
mento Symphony. His free¬ 
lance writings appeared in 
the Los Angeles Times and 


Opera Quarterly. 

Mr. Huck said he began 
his journey to becoming a 
writer on dance and music 
when his parents, noticing 
that he loved to dance around 
the basement while listening 
to recordings, sent him to bal¬ 
let classes at the age of seven. 
Soon someone put a clarinet 
in his hands and he was off 
on his love affair with music. 
In the early ’60s, he began to 
haunt the great music houses 
of New York, which gave 
him access not only to the im¬ 
portant local ballet troupes, 
the New York City Ballet and 
American Ballet Theatre, but 
to visiting companies as well. 

Mr. Huck is survived by 
his companion, Steven Ander¬ 
son of Mill Valley; his father 
and step-mother, Lewis and 
Virginia Huck of Houston, 
Texas; a sister, Janet Huck of 
Port Townsend, Washington; 
and brothers Frank Huck of 
Greenwich, Connecticut; 
Robert Huck of Olympia, 
Washington; and Jim Huck, 
also of Houston.

It’s all a question of learn¬ 
ing to do it with my voice, 
my personality and not trying 
to run out there and do Ballo 
like Milanov, whom I love. 
But I can’t do it that way. 
Cosi Fan Tutte has been one 
of the greatest things for me, 
because of its length, because 
of what it requires in the ex¬ 
tremities. 


Other than with applause, 

like Elizabeth is a victim, but how does an audience affect 
I don’t feel that she is. your performance? 


You’ve managed your ca¬ 
reer very intelligently. 
Many young singers start 
out with promise and five 
or six years later they’re 
gone. How did you avoid 
that trap?

That has always bothered 
me about Elizabeth.

Frame Without a 
Picture 


by Paul Thomason Symbolic Characters 


W hat is one to make 
of The Death of 
Klinghoffer, 
which opened in a 
revised production at the San 
Francisco Opera this past 
weekend? 

Since its premiere in Brus¬ 
sels in March 1991, this sec¬ 
ond opera by John Adams 
(music), Alice Goodman (li¬ 
bretto), Peter Sellars (produc¬ 
tion) and Mark Morris (chore¬ 
ography) has received extraor¬ 
dinary publicity, largely favor- 
able. 

It has been performed, 
with the same cast, in France, 
New York and Vienna, and is 
headed for Los Angeles and 
England. A recording was re¬ 
leased last week. (The record¬ 
ing is conducted by Kent 
Nagano. Composer Adams 
leads the San Francisco per¬ 
formances in his house de¬ 
but.) 

Perhaps part of the fascina¬ 
tion of the work is that it is 
based on an actual event ev¬ 
eryone in the theater remem¬ 
bers: the 1985 hijacking of the 
Italian cruise ship Achille 
Lauro and the murder of 
Leon Klinghoffer, a 
wheelchair-bound Jewish 
American, by four Palestinian 
terrorists who then dumped 
his body overboard. 

Part of the fascination also 
is the stylized, non-realistic 
way these events are handled 
in the opera, which has been 
described as “a poetic reflec¬ 
tion, a meditation on history, 
a multi-layered drama of indi¬ 
viduals, not personalities.” 
For instance, each principal 
singer has one or more 
dancers acting as a double 
who often physically conveys, 
or comments on, the singer’s 
words. 


Some singers play more 
than one role. (Janice Felty is 
the Swiss Grandmother, an 
Austrian Woman and the 
British Dancing Girl. In his 
San Francisco Opera debut, 
Thomas Hammons plays the 
First Officer and “Rambo.”) 
Though Leon Klinghoffer 
and his wife are on stage dur¬ 
ing much of act one, they do 
not sing at all until act two. 

There is no ship in sight. 
The set is a high-tech, 11-ton 
steel scaffolding, through 
which the chorus and many 
of the singers clamber. From 
time to time a large video 
screen descends and we get 
gigantic close ups of a singer 
whom we also see life-size on¬ 
stage. Gauzy white curtains 
at the rear and side of the 
stage rise and fall, as does 
part of the scaffolding. 


There is no attempt to de¬ 
velop characters through 
arias, duets and ensembles, to 
create rounded-out human be¬ 
ings onstage whom the audi¬ 
ence can love or hate. Charac¬ 
ters have names, but are 
treated more as symbols. 
Principals, supers, chorus and 
dancers are all dressed in ca¬ 
sual clothes so they will look 
the same. 

The opera begins with two 
choruses, one of Exiled Pales¬ 
tinians, the other of Exiled 
Jews, both sung by the same 
people. This formal, symmet¬ 
rical quality runs throughout 
the opera; a Night Chorus in 
act one, a Day Chorus in act 
two. The chorus, which really 
functions as the protagonist, 
has the best music, often 
evocative, sometimes haunt¬ 
ing. 

The only aria that is as 
moving as some of the choral 
writing is the Aria of the 
Falling Body sung by Leon 
Klinghoffer (Sanford Sylvan) 
after his death. The aria be¬ 
gins with Keith Sabado as 
Klinghoffer’s dancer-double, 
slowly pulling the prone 
singer to the center of the 
stage from the wings in a 
huge white sheet. 

By the end of the aria, the 
sheet has been folded, the 
two men have exchanged 
places, and Sylvan, in turn, 
drags Sabado by his arm to¬ 
ward the wings. It was the 
one time all evening that ev¬ 
erything — the staging, the 
words, the music — came to¬ 
gether. 

Listener Friendly 

John Adams’ music is lis¬ 
tener-friendly, though it 
seems more complex than his 
earlier Nixon in China. The 
score is rooted in minimal¬ 
ism, but there are broad 
sweeps of melody throughout 
the work that bring to mind

composers such as Samuel 
Barber. The skillful orchestra¬ 
tion provides a variety of 
tonal color. 

Adams’ score would make 
for wonderful movie music. I 
write this not derisively, 
merely descriptively. Rather 
than calling attention to itself, 
the music generally acts as an 
effective support, a frame 
rather than being the picture 
itself. 

The staging was also a 
wonderful frame, as was the 
dancing, the singing, the set 
and the libretto. What was 
missing was a central idea, a 
reason for all the skillfully ex¬ 


ecuted, carefully assembled 
elements. 

Both Adams and Sellars 
have repeatedly said The 
Death of Klinghoffer owes 
more to the Bach passions 
than it does to other operas. 
Bach wrote his passions to be 
performed in church during 
the Easter season, a time 
when people came together 
as a community to ritually 
celebrate a shared belief. Lis¬ 
tening to Bach’s music one 
has no doubt that he took 
great joy in sharing this life- 
affirming belief. 

Maybe I just missed the 
point, both in Saturday’s per¬ 


formance and an earlier one I 
saw in Brooklyn. Or perhaps 
the creators of Klinghoffer 
mean the absence of any cen¬ 
tral idea to be — itself — the 
point. But a work of art 
should enhance the experi¬ 
ence of viewers in some way, 
to move them emotionally or 
make them think. Except for 
one or two isolated moments, 
Klinghoffer fails to do either.

Sorry History: 
Women and AIDS 

The Invisible Epidemic: The Story of Women and AIDS 

by Gena Corea; HarperCollins, $23

A IDS was, for years, a 
disease of the “Other” 
— the gay male, the 
intravenous drug 
user, the prostitute. 

But no “other” is lower on 
the social totem pole than the 
female. The medical estab¬ 
lishment has mirrored soci¬ 
ety’s contempt for women 
and other “out” groups, con¬ 
tinuing to hand down vastly 
inferior medical aid to the 
poor, racial minorities and 
women of all classes. 

Men represent 84 percent 
of the physicians employed in 
this country. Women are so 
much out of the loop on med¬ 
ical issues that by 1991, still 
not a single woman had 
served as dean of a single U.S 
medical school. Ninety-eight 
percent of department chairs 
are still men as well. Is it any 
wonder then, that endless 
studies of various diseases 
have been done on men only 
— such as the heart disease 


study that followed 22,000 
males for years and found 
that taking an aspirin every 
other day can help prevent 
heart attacks (in men)? 

We still don’t know if the 
same would be true for wom¬ 
en — it was never investigated. 

Given examples such as 
these, should it come as any 
surprise that a “complete 
physical exam” does not in¬ 
clude, for a woman, a pelvic 
examination? Because 
medicine is based on the male 
model, gynecology has been 
relegated to the domain of 
specialized medicine. Does 
this sound like nitpicking? 
Perhaps to some males, but 
according to Gena Corea, an 
investigative journalist and 
the author of The Invisible 
Epidemic, an oversight like 
this has cost countless women 
their lives. 

Symptoms Ignored 

These are the facts accord¬ 
ing to Corea: 

As early as 1981, the fe¬ 


male chaplain for the Riker’s 
Island Jail in New York City 
was watching female prison¬ 
ers die of pneumonia, while 
the CDC (Centers for Disease 
Control) insisted that AIDS 
was a gay male disease. 
Throughout this past decade, 
many public health re¬ 
searchers, female doctors and 
other professionals in wom¬ 
en’s health care were noticing 
AIDS-related symptoms in 
women. When they asked for 
funding to explore these 
problems, to gather data for 
necessary research and educa¬ 
tion, they were turned down. 

They tried to alert the 
medical community to the 
fact that these opportunistic 
infections showed up in dif¬ 
ferent ways in the female 
body (and therefore pelvic ex¬ 
ams should be a required part 
of a “complete physical”), but 
were ignored. 

Throughout the 1980s, 
there continued to be no in¬ 
formation printed in the med¬ 
ical journals, not for want of 
papers submitted, but be¬ 
cause they were rejected. Be¬ 
cause of this, doctors through¬ 
out the United States contin¬ 
ued to be ignorant of the pos¬ 
sibility that a middle-class 
suburban housewife or a 
bright female graduate stu¬ 
dent (“nice people”) could be 
at risk for AIDS. 

The cases continued to go 
undetected, year after year 


until it was too late. Why? Be¬ 
cause as one activist slogan so 
aptly puts it, “Women don’t 
get AIDS, they just die from 
it.” 

Not Tested for HIV 

One of the biggest mis¬ 
takes made was that AIDS 
sufferers were defined by risk 
groups rather than by risky 
behavior. Too many women 
fell between the cracks. Wom¬ 
en were treated for pneumo¬ 
nia, chronic PID (pelvic in¬ 
flammatory disease), chronic 
vaginal Candida (thrush), re¬ 
current vaginal warts, cervical 



cancer — and never tested for 
HIV. Most died without ever 
having been recognized as 
AIDS cases. 

A similar problem unfold¬ 
ed regarding test trials. In 


1986 when AZT became 
available, the only way a per¬ 
son could avail him/herself of 
this expensive drug was to be 
part of an experimental trial. 
Again, women were exclud¬ 
ed. The only early informa¬ 
tion gleaned regarding HIV¬ 
positive women was gathered 
to discover how to protect 
males. 

When the reality of HIV- 
positive women first became 
public knowledge, national 
hysteria broke loose. What if 
female prostitutes should pass 
it on to their johns — the inno¬ 
cent victims — people asked? 
Though a woman is 10 times 
more at risk of contracting 
HIV through heterosexual in¬ 
tercourse than vice versa, it 
was women who were put on 
trial (literally) as criminals, as 
vectors of disease. 

Then there is the matter of 
the CDC surveillance defini¬ 
tion, used to track the epi¬ 
demic throughout the coun¬ 
try. The first definition was 
based on what had been ob¬ 
served in most mostly gay 
white males. There was no 
category for heterosexual 
transmission, though 12 per 
cent of the first 100 reported 
cases in women were ac¬ 
quired via heterosexual con¬ 
tact. 

In 1985 the CDC changed 
the definition, adding several 
cancers to the list of indicator 
diseases, but still no inclusion 
of gynecological conditions. 
By this time, 8,062 cases had 
been reported in men, but 
only 569 in women. They sim¬ 
ply were not being recog¬ 
nized as having AIDS. 

Count Skyrockets 

On the average, according 
to statistics from that time, a 
woman is expected to die 
within 27.4 weeks of diagno¬ 
sis. The average affluent 
white male however, has an 
average life span of 39 
months after diagnosis. 
Whether this is because of 
failure to recognize the dis¬ 
ease progression in women 
early enough, the level of fi¬ 
nancial support available or 
because their systems react 
differently is not known be¬ 
cause there have not been 
enough studies of HlV-posi- 
tive women. 

In 1987, though, the illness 
women were getting had not 
changed, the CDC definition 
had. Suddenly the official 
count skyrocketed from 162 
(in 1983) to 2,569 cases. Still, 
as much as female doctors, 
public health officials and ac¬ 
tivists pleaded for gynecolog¬ 
ical recognition, they got 
none. 

The effect? More women 
died because doctors were 
not being alerted to these 
symptoms, and women died 
homeless — without food and 
medical care — because they 
did not qualify for benefits. 
As of May 1992, gynecological 
manifestations had still not 
been included in the CDC 
definition. (Editor’s note: Cer¬ 
vical cancer was one of three 
new qualifying diseases — 
with pulmonary tuberculosis, 
and recurrent bacterial pneu¬ 
monia — proposed by the 
CDC Barring objections from 
public health officials, the 
proposal will go into effect

Club Celebrates 
10 Golden Years 



The San Francisco Track 
& Field Club celebrates its 
10th anniversary with fond 
memories and begins a sec¬ 
ond decade with hope and op¬ 
timism. 

Many original members 
are gone. Lost to the AIDS 
epidemic are founding 
members Dr. Tom Waddell, 
Garet Stark, Alan French and 
Carl Firestone, also other out¬ 
standing athletes like Terry 
Taylor, Oliver Murphy and 
Efrem Cavazos. Injuries have 
forced others into retirement, 
most notably founding mem¬ 
ber and former team leader 
Bernard Turner. 

As the club begins its next 
chapter and prepares for the 
Gay Games in 1994, only two 
of its original members will 
be in New York to compete: 
Nancy Frost and Rick 
Thoman. Only Thoman will 
be active in the club’s San 
Francisco-based training ses¬ 
sions as Frost moves to Sacra¬ 
mento for a job commitment. 

The roster has dwindled to 
a dedicated few and the new, 
young blood that had regular¬ 
ly infused the team is in short 
supply. Besides the loss of 
some key members, head 
coach Hully Fetico has an¬ 
nounced that he will oversee 
the team through the Games 
and then devote his attention 
to other pursuits. 

Games Always the Focus 

The team has always fo¬ 
cused itself around the Gay 
Games. Shortly after the first 
Games in 1982, the members 
wanted to continue to train 
and compete. The SFT&FC 
began participating in meets 
organized by the Masters 
track and field circuit. 


“We hope to have everyone 
healthy by 1994. We’re going 
to make a stab at being the 
first relay team to ever repeat 
as gold medalists at the Gay 
Games.” (SF won the gold 
medal in the 4x100 relay at all 
three previous Gay Games, 
but with different personnel 
each time.) 

Wide-Open Categories 

The core sprint group of 
Demby, Bryant and Thoman 
will all be 40 or over by the 
next Games, which leaves the 
30-39 and open-age groups 
wide open. 

“With the New York 
Games pushed up to a mid- 
June start, there won’t be a 
lot of time to get ready in 
1994,” Demby says. “One of 
the reasons we edged out 
Australia for the gold in Van¬ 
couver was the smooth flow 
of our handoffs. You don’t ac¬ 
complish that by practicing a 
But participation in these 
“straight” meets was only to 
keep the team competitive for 
their next appearance at the 
Gay Games. As the number 
of athletes at each Games has 
steadily risen, so too has the 
level of competition. 

The loss sprinter Earl 
Bryant to illness midway 
through the 1992 season and 
the lack of a consistent fourth 
man, derailed the club’s relay 
squad this season. SFT&FC 
is renowned for its prowess in 
the relay, but in 1992 ran the 
4x100 only once — recording 
the slowest season-best time 
in the club’s history — and 
didn’t compete at all in the 
4x400. 

“Our relay teams really fell 
apart this year,” commented 
lead-off runner Frank Demby.

Jan. 1, 1993.) 

The Invisible Epidemic is 
a painful, powerful bit of re¬ 
search. A decade’s worth of 
failed attempts — one after an¬ 
other — of health professionals 
to alert the medical communi¬ 
ty of this invisible epidemic 
provokes anger and frustra¬ 
tion. 

The World Health Organi¬ 
zation predicts that by the 
year 2000 the number of HIV¬ 
positive women will exceed 
that of men. During the 
years of 1992 and 1993, the 
number of women expected 


to be diagnosed with AIDS 
worldwide will exceed the cu¬ 
mulative total of all the AIDS 
cases reported during the first 
decade of the pandemic. The 
author urges us not to stand 
idly by, but to do something 
about this. 

Any lesbians out there 
who think they might be ex¬ 
empt from the danger should 
think again. Lesbians have 
been studied even less than 
the larger population of wom¬ 
en. We cannot know for sure 
that we are safe because there 
is too little information avail¬ 
able. The lesson of The Invis¬ 
ible Epidemic is that every¬ 
one is touched by this prob¬ 
lem. It’s time to fight back. 


week or even a month before 
that Games. You have to start 
working on that now.”

Coach Fetico has already 
started the team on basic 
stretching and strengthening 
exercises, with the focus not 
on the 1993 season, but per¬ 
sonal-best performances in 
1994. The goal is to try to 
keep everyone healthy and in¬ 
jury-free before the Games 
and ready to peak when June 
1994 rolls around.

Lesbians on the Edge 

Night People 

by Barry Gifford; Grove Press, $17.95

D on’t pick up this 
novelistic collage of 
interwoven tales ex¬ 
pecting to read 
about any ordinary lesbians 
you’ve met. You may not like 
these specimens very much 
when you’re done with Part I. 
Or you may want to ride out 
and rescue them from the evil 
clutches of the law and the 
prison which they’re headed 
back to; or you may want to 


chase after them, thrilled by 
the danger that surrounds 
them, wanting to taste the 
frightening brand of wisdom, 
or chaos, they use to reshape 
the world with for a brief 
time before they’re nabbed 
again. 

Or you may be angry at 
author {Wild at Heart) Gif¬ 
ford for his depiction of these 
two women, Betty and Cutie, 
as lesbians. They became 
lovers in prison, where they 
landed after strings of crimes 


committed in the aftermath of 
abusive childhoods. Some 
readers will want to argue 
with Gifford’s fragmented 
thumbnail sketches of their 
road-tripping lives, arguing 
that these aren’t proper, de¬ 
cent, Polo-shirted lesbians at 
all — they’re a bit crazy, they 
quote the Bible, they’re not 
dashing like Thelma and 
Louise, and they’re un¬ 
abashedly out to murder men, 
thus spurring violence against 
women and inspiring even 
more lesbophobia than exists 
already. 

Sorry, Charlene. Some 
people (including Hothead 
Paisan) would say that fear 
and loathing of lesbians is al¬ 
ways with us, and therefore, 
Gifford is not to blame. 


Though his own characters 
might shoot him for being a 
man, Gifford has given us an 
unapologetically hard-core vi¬ 
sion of the world, and he in¬ 
cludes lesbians. I know some 
lesbians who would include 
themselves, so this seems 
only fair. 

In the violent, torrid 
Southern landscape Gifford 
evokes in Night People, ev¬ 
eryone wanders and suffers, 
souls screaming inside like 
garage bands run amok. No¬ 
body is immune to death, not 
even main characters. Ran¬ 
domness and interesting dia¬ 
logue serve to pull the read¬ 
er’s eyes and ears onward. 
There are no stereotypes, 
only negatives and life stories 
turned inside out for your pe¬ 


rusal. Plus parts II, III and IV 
of the book are not about the 
ex-con, man-killing lesbians, 
but rival evangelical preach¬ 
ers who are brother and sister 
(she is a lesbian and—whew— 
murders no one); well-mean¬ 
ing Easy Earl who goes over 
the edge and kills two police' 
men; and a 14-year-old girl, an 
aspiring writer, who kills a 
Colombian drug runner when 
he tries to rape her. 

Obviously, this book is 
about anybody who goes near 
any edge at all. If you go near 
edges, or the thought secretly 
appeals to you, try Night Peo¬ 
ple and see the world 
through a glass darkly for 
awhile. ▼
